"Honorable  Oentlemen  of  the  Senate. 
OaBtlaman  of  tha  Houae  of  Commona: 

"Important  maaauraa  for  the  eSeottve 
proaecutlon  of  tha  war  have  encagei 
your  cloae  attention  during  a  long  D*t- 
alon,  and  I  am  now  happy  to  releaae  you 
from  further  attendance. 

"lilnca  your  labors  began  the  high 
and  worthy  character  of  our  cauee  haa 
been  conflrmed  by  two  stgnlflcant  eventc. 
Our  Alllea,  the  Ruaalan  people,  are  en- 
gaged, under  trying  olrcumatancea.  In 
aatabliahtng  inatltutioha  which  ahall 
fully  eonform  to  their  Ideala  of  liberty 
and .  order.  In  the  midat  of  Inevitable 
dlffleultlea,  which  command  our  aym- 
pathy,  they  have  affirmed  their  deter- 
mination to  remain  faithful  to  the  alli- 
ance. 

"Tha  United  SUtaa  of  America,  re- 
faalnl;  to  tolerate  the  arrogance  and 
menace  of  Pruaaian  mlUtarlam,  hav4 
made  common  oauae  with  the  Alllea  and 
are  ▼igoroualy  co-operating  In  the  atrug. 
gle  for  freedom  and  humanity.  Already 
the  Canadian  people  have  given  many 
axpreaalona  of  warm  welcome  with 
which  they  greet  their  kindred  neighbor 
aa  a  comrade  In  arma.

"Tha  meeting  of  the  Imperial  War 
Cabinet  and  Imperial  War  Conference 
In  the  early  part  ot  the  year  have  very 
materially  facilitated  the  thorough  co- 
operation of  the  Dominion,  both  in  the 
preaaoutlon  of  the  war  and  in  the  prep- 
gratlon  for  the  future.  They  conatltuto 
alao  an  important  atep  In  the  develop- 
ment of  conatltutlonal  relatlonahlpa  be- 
tween the  natlona  of  the  Brltlah  Com- 
monwealth. 

"Notwlthatandlng  the  Increaalng  mili- 
tary atrength  of  the  Allied  natlona  the 
atubborn  realatanoe  of  the  enemy  In  all 
Important  theatrea  of  the  war  demon- 
atrataa  the  need  of  throwing  our  ut- 
moat  affoft  into  the  aruggle  and  thua 
haatenlBg  the  day  of  abiding  peace.  In 
the  Western  theatre  the  Canadian  army 
eorpa.  by  Ita  capture  of  the  coveted 
VImy  Ridge  and  by  Ita  recent  operatlona 
at  Lena,  has  auatalned  Its  distlnguiahed 
recoad  and  contributed  Its  Important 
meaaurea  to  the  ascendency  In  which 
'  tha  Alllaa  gained  that  theatre.

"In  order  to  secnrn  reinforcements  c»- 
aantlal  for  the  aiipport  of  our  forcee, 
further  atepa  have  become  necessary 
and  the  authority  you  have  granted  for 
eompulaory  military  enllatment  on  a- 
aaloctlTe  baala  will  meet  the  urgent  need 
for  reinforcements.  At  the  same  time 
It  will  provide  the  meana  for  conserving 
mora  offactlTaly  the  eaaentlal  agrloul- 
taral  and  ln4uatrlal  activltiea  of  tha 
Dominion. 

**Tou  have  recognised  'your  duty  In 
providing  the  beat  posalhla  aafeguard 
for  enabling  those  engaged  In  the  de- 
fmiee  of  their  country  to  have  tholr 
▼oioa  in  the  declaion  of  national  quca- 
tlooa  which  vitally  affect  them.  For 
thia  purpose,  as  well  as  to  give  recoR- 
.nitlon  to  aervice  and  aacrlflca  in  the  af- 
faire of  tha  atate,  the  necesaary  adjust- 
ments which  you  have  made  in  the  leg- 
lalation  relevant  to  theae  matters  will 
doubtlasa  prove  effective. 

"The  legislation  you  have  paaaed  with 
the  purpose  of  assisting  returned  sol- 
diers to  aattle  on  the  land,  will  not  only 
aid  materially  In  reatoring  theae  gallant 
man  to  their  rightful  atatua  in  the  com- 
manlty  but  ahould  greatly  Increaae  the 
agrioaltural   production  of  the  country. 

"Tha  appointment  of  a  Food  Control- 
ler and  rual  Controller  Invested  with 
Jnnportant  powera  and  dutlea  la  founded 
upon  tha  Impraaaive  need  of  tlie  utmost 
fifMmmXtf  of  seonomy  and  aavtng  in  or- 
dar  that  our  national  atrength  may  con- 
tinue unimpaired.  v 

"tn  ordor  that  our  induatrias  may  ba 
aqnippad  to  copa  with  tha  IntrKoate 
problema  of  tha  /utura.  provialon  haa 
been  wlaaly  made  for  promoting  aclen- 
tIAc  and  Induatrtal  reaearch. 

"Important  progress  has  been  made  in 
solving  our  dlffVcuIt  problem  of  railway 
transportation,  and  the  meana  have  been 
provided  whereby  a  great  railway  sya- 
tem  ahall  bacoma  the  proparty  of  tha 
people  of  Canada  and  be  added  to  their 
national  undertaking.

Just  prevloua  to  prorogation,  R.  B. 
Bennett  Informed  the  House  that  the 
Department  of  National  Service  had 
ceaaed  to  exist,  and  the  various  oflhslala 
had  handed  In  their  resignations.  He 
aketched  the  work  accepted  by  the  de- 
partment. He  had  accepted  the  poaltlon 
of  director,  he  declared,  with  great  re- 
luctance, but  had  conaidered  it  a  patri- 
otic duty  to  undertake. 

The  membera  of  the  board,  he  went 
on,  were  originally  of  tha  idea  that  the 
signing  of  cards  had  been  made  compul- 
sory, but  the  voluntary  system  was 
eventually  adopted,  and  Mr.  Bennett 
outlined  the  publicity  work  done  in  con- 
nection with  it. 

The  carda  received  had  been  claaaifled 
with  great  care,  and  provided  much 
useful  data.  They  were  divided  Into 
military  classes,  military  proapecta  and 
induatrlal  claaaea.  It  was  ahown,  for  In- 
stance, that  out  of  1,649,000  cards  thero 
were  476.363  military  prospecta.  These 
were  divided  aa  followa:  In  non-easen- 
tlal  occupations,  216,976:  farmers,  183,- 
727;  8kille<l  shipbuilding  munitions 
workers  4,660;  total  475,863.  An  occu- 
pational survey  waa  alao  made  and  250,- 
OOO  carda  were  dlatributed  among  sol- 
diers overseas  to  get  their  ideas  as  to 
thsir  Intention  in  regard  to  their  em- 
ployment after  the  war.  Mr.  Bennett

"This  afternoon,  after  a  violent  bom- 
bardment, the  Oermann  delivered  an  at- 
tack against  our  positions  southeast  of 
Cemy.  Checked  by  our  fire,  the  enemy 
was   not  able   to  reach  our  lines. 

— There  waa 
artillery  fighting  at  vnrious  points  along 
the  front,  particularly  In  the  region  of 
MonaMtlr  and  weat  of  Lake  Ochrida.

These  hoapltala  of- 
ten were  Inatalled  in  buildings  of  sepa- 
rate wards,  where  before  the  war  no 
buildings  existed.  In  other  cases 
houses  and  buildlnga  already  standing 
were  used. 

"I  found  without  exception  cleanll- 
neas,  effective  maintenance  and  moat 
skillful   doctors  and  surgeons. 

"The  American  commisalon  visited  a 
number  of  campa  of  Auatrlan  prison- 
ers. Ordinary  sodllers  In  thn  prison 
camps  slept  In  tents,  and  the  officers 
were  quartered  in  huts.  The  prisoners 
received  the  same  rations  as  thowe  given 
to    Italian    soldiers."

Machine  Guns  Fail 


To  Check  Assailants 


Attack  Yesterday  Pushed  With  Remarkable  Suc- 
cess— One  of  Most  Notable  Achievements  of 
Recent  Months — Defenders  Have  Suf- 
fered Severely  From  Artillery  Fire 


WITH  THB  BRITISH  ARMIB8  IN 
FRANCK  AND  BBLQIUH.  Sept.  20.— 
(By  the  Assoolatad  Preaa). — Tha  British 
at  daybreak  today  launched  a  heavy  of- 
fanaiva  against  the  German  defences 
at>out  the  Tprea  aallent  along  an  extend- 
ed front,  which  haa  Ita  centre  around 
Inverneaa  Copae,  and  aatrlde  the  Yprea-- 
Menln  road,  a  little  aoutheaat  of  Hooge. 
From  the  flrat  moment  of  going  over 
the  top  the  asaault  proceeded  with 
marked  auecess,  especially  in  the  cru- 
cial sootor  between  the  Tpras-Roulers 
Railway  and  Hollebeka.  where  tha  Brit- 
lah  early  la  the  day  had  forced  their 
way  forward  over  marahy  ground  and 
through  wooda  fllled  with  machine  guns 
to  a  conalderable  depth  and  were  con- 
tinuing the  bitter  light  In  the  neglh- 
borhood  of  the  famoua  Invamaaa  Copoa, 
Nuaa'  Wood  and  Olencorac  Wood,  where 
so  aueh  blood  has  ba«n  abed  ainca  tha 
Alllaa  began  the  battle  of  Flaadera  on 
July  II. 

If  the  attacking  forcea  maintain  the 
posliloBs  to  which  they  have  advanced 
In  thia  aaction  they  will  have  accom- 
plished one  of  the  moat  remarkable  and 
most  important  achlevameata  In  ro- 
eant  moatba.  The  Qemaa  Infantry 
made  tha  meat  determhied  realatanca  la 
their  attempt  to  regain  this  vital  ground 
and  their  artillery  retalUtad  heavily 
against    the   Britiah    big   guna.

greater  depth  than  ever 
neaaad. 

Five  diatlnct  barrages  were  dropped 
ahead  of  the  men  aa  they  began  their 
Journey  Into  thia  difficult  terrain.  The 
tremendoua  curtain  of  burating  ateel  did 
ita  work  well,  and  the  troopa  puahad 
forward  rapidly  toward  their  objec- 
tlvea. 

Fair  weather  lately  had  improved  the 
ground  anraewhat.  but  the  mud  still  Ilea 
deep  over  wide  reaches  of  It,  and  the 
whole  territory  is  covered  with  water- 
flUed  shell  holes,  tangled  barbed  wire 
and  ahattered  treea.  The  German  de- 
fenrea  eonaisted  largely  of  concrete  ro- 
doubta  Bcattarod  In  profoalon  over  tha 
entire  country,  and  from  theae  they 
have  been  able  to  pour  a  stream  of  bul- 
leta  Into  the  ranka  of  the  advancing 
troopa.  Every  little  elevation  alao  held 
ita  machine  gun  emplacementa,  and  all 
the  woods  ware  literally  choked  with 
rapid  flrers. 

Tha  Britiah  encountered  hard  llghtlag 
at  many  plaeaa.  but  tha  magnlUcent  ar- 
tillery preparation  had  dooa  much  to 
make  tha  flrat  atage  of  their  drive 
easier.  The  past  week  must  have  boon 
one  of  misery  for  the  German  troopa 
lying  oot  In  this  section,  a  great  num- 
ber of  big  guna  have  been  pouring  a 
steady  atresm  of  high  axploalve  shells 
into  their  territory,  and  every  now  aad 
then  the  Britiah  have  put  down  a  bar- 
rmga  which  awept  the  land  llk»  a  broom. 
It  is  known  that  many  Germany  hat- 
ter le«  have  b««a  aUea««d  la  tha  past 
fow  days. 


\m  CONGRESS 
DEFINES  STAND 


Sentiment  of  This  Year's  Con- 
vention in  Regard  to  Con- 
scription Expressed  in  Reso- 
lution Adopted  Yesterday, 


OTTAWA,  Sept.  30— At  the  evening 
aeaslon  of  the  Trades  and  Labor  Con- 
gress, after  two  or  three  amendmenta 
had  been  voted  upon  and  loat  the  con- 
gress Anally  passed  the  following  reso- 
lutions by  a  vote  of  13«  for  to  10« 
against,  adopting  the  report  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council,  with  the  amendment  of 
the  committee  on  ofllcera'  raporta  indi- 
cating the  attitude  of  organised  labor 
in  Canada  in  regard  to  the  conscription 
issue: 

"In  1916  tha  Trades  and  Labor  Con- 
gress of  Canada,  at  thk  annual  conven- 
tion held  in  Vancouver,  declared  un- 
qualifled  opposition  to  conscription  as  a 
method  of  mlllUry  enllatment.  Last 
year  at  Toronto  the  aame  position  waa 
reaffirmed  in  all  ita  emphaaia.  Since 
then  the  queatlon  of  conscription  for 
Canada  has  agitated  the  public  mind  to 
an  unprecedented  degree.  Sections  of 
the  press  and  numerous  public  aocletiea 
have  argued  strongly  In  favor  of  adop- 
tion in  Canada,  at  thia  Juncture,  of 
that  method  of  securing  men  to  fill  the 
ranks  of  the  Canadian  forces  for  over- 
seaa service.  In  fact,  within  the  past 
few  montha.  the  issue  haa  been  before 
Parliament  and  a  moat  drastic  meas- 
ure In  thst  connection  has  been  de- 
bated and  carried  through  tha  Com- 
mona  and  tha  Senate.  That  measure  Is 
now  law,  and  aa  auch  contains  provis- 
ions that  Impoae  heavjr  penaltiea  upon 
all  and  sundry  who  make  uaa  of  any 
form  of  oppoaltlon  to  the  principle  that 
might  frustrate  the  carrying  into  affect 
of  the  act  now  In  exiatence.  While  tha 
Congress  cannot  stultify  Itself  to  the 
degree  of  either  withdrawing  or  con- 
tradicting this  year  ita  Arm  and  care- 
fully thought  out  views  on  eenacrlption. 
as  embodied  In  the  reaolutlona  of  I  tit 
and  l»lt.  atill  under  our  present  form 
of  government  we  do  not  deem  it  right, 
patriotic  or  In  the  Interests  of  the  labor 
movement  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
to  aay  or  do  anything  that  might  pro- 
vent  the  government  of  Canada  from 
Obtaining  the  reault  they  aatldpata  tn 
the  ralalng  of  reinforcements  for  tho 
Csnadian  expeditionary  Force  by  tho 
enforcement  of  the  Uw.  Thia  Congress 
is  amphatleally  oppoaad  to  any  develop- 
ment In  tha  aafercement  of  the  laglala- 
tion  which  will  make  for  Industrial  con- 
scription or  the  interference  with  the 
trad*  union  moventent  In  tha  taking 
care  of  the  Intereats  of  the  organised 
woTkara  of  this  Dofalnlen." 

There  was  same  argmnant  after  this 
vote  had  b««n  taken,  bat  It  goas  on  r*«- 
ord  aa  being  tha  s««tlm*ftt  of  the  itiT 
Congresa  of  the  Trades  and  tAbor  r-on- 
greaa  tn  regard  to  censcnp«ton.  tVben 
President  Wattera  a^trrd  all  tho«#  who 
arora  oppoaM  to  comw-riptlon  to  rise  to 
their  feet,  there  were  only  a  half 
•r  ao  dalocBtaa  who

Some  Important  Positions

LONDON.  Sept.  20.— The  text  of  tho 
report  from  Field  Marshal  Ilaig  tonight 
is   aa    followa: 

"Our  attack  thia  morning  east  ot 
Ifpres  was  made  on  a  front  of  about 
eight  miles  between  the  Ypres-Comlnes 
railway  and  the  Yprea-Staden  railway. 
Great  auccaas  attended  our  troops,  and 
positions    of    coHHlderable    military    im- 


LONDON.  Sept  20.— (Via  Reuter'a 
Ottawa  Agency).— Renter  understanda 
that  the  following  la  the  view  enter- 
tained in  well  informed  quarters  in 
Great  Britain  regarding  the  attitude  of 
Britain  and  her  Allies  towards  racant 
i^«neral  bUt  often  contradicted  state- 
meats  in  enemy  press,  particularly  tha 
German  preaa.  concerning  foreahadowed 
intantiona  to  make  retlrementa  in  Bel- 
glum  and  elaewhere. 

There  have  not  passed  unnoticed,  but 
the  Allied  governments  have  in  no  wise 
failed  to  appraise  them  at  their  true 
value  and  to  realize  that  at  the  bot- 
tom they  express  the  fact  that  Oer- 
.many   knowa  aha  cannot  win   the   war. 

It  is  perfectly  well  understood  that 
Germany  la  now  aeeklng.  In  view  of 
recent  events  on  the  northeaatern  front, 
to  impress  upon  the  German  people 
that  her  millUry  position  la  now  auch 
that  ahe  can  auggest.  In  some  apocloua 
faahlon.  a  plan  of  action  that  would 
satlafy  the  pan-Germans  and  might 
also  appeal  to  the  padflsts  In  the  Al- 
lied countries.  It  Is  therefore  Just  as 
well  that  those  In  the  Central  Powers 
who  are  organizing  this  so-called  peace 
movement  ahould  realize  that  their  ma- 
chinations In  no  wise  deceive  the  Al- 
lies, whose  views  and  determination 
regarding  the  kind  of  peace  that  they 
will  accept  have  undergone,  and  can 
undergo,  no  modlflcatlon  whatever.  So 
far  as  the  Alllea  are  concerned,  no  end 
to  tha  war  la  poaalble  until  the  object 
for  which  thia  terrible  conflict  was 
commenced,  and  haa  endured  for  over 
three  yeara.  has  been  attained,  namely, 
the  final  diaappaarance  of  Pruaaian 
roilltariam. 

Only  those  poaaesalng  tha  Prueslan 
mentality  can  regard  without  horror 
tho  double  loas  of  life  and  traaaure 
brought  about  by  Germany  in  thia  war. 
and  in  this  sense  it  Is  true  that  the 
Allies  would  welcome  peace,  but  every 
effort  ,to  befog  tha  real  issue  is  as 
hopeless  as   It   is  characteristic.

"Heavy  casualties  have  been  inflicted 
en  the  enemy. 

"The  assembly  of  the  reglmenta  de- 
tailed for  the  attack  was  carried  out 
without  incident,  -although  rain  fell 
steadily  during  the  night.  Our  flrat  ob- 
.lectlves,  captured  at  an  early  hour,  In- 
cluded a  number  of  concreted  atrong 
polnta  and  fortified  farms,  for  the  pos- 
session of  which  heavy  fighting  had 
tiikcn  place  during  the  prevloua  at- 
lacka. 

"North  Country  reglmenta  carried  tho 
Inverness  copse. 

"Australian  troopa  atormed  Glencorae 
wood  and  Nonne  Boshen.  Scottish  and 
South  African  brigades  took  Potsdam, 
Vampire,  and  Percy  farma.  Weat  Lan- 
caahlre  troopa  carried  Il>eflan  farm  and 
the  atrong  point  known  aa  'GalllpoU." 
Our  troopa  then  advanced  to  aaaault 
their  final   objectives." 

"On  our  right,  Knglish  county  troopa 
reached  the  line  of  their  final  objective 
after  sharp  fighting  in  the  woods  north 
of  the  Ypres-Comlnea  canal,  and  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Tower  Hamleta.  In  tha 
centre,  north  country  and  Auatrallan 
battallona  penetrated  the  German  poai- 
tions  to  over  a  mile  and  captured  tho 
whole  of  their  objectives.  Including 
Hamlet,  Veldhoak,  and  the  weatern  por- 
tion  of  the  I'olygon   wood. 

"Further  north  ,  Zavenkote  waa  cap* 
tured,  and  London  and  Highland  terrl* 
torials  carried  the  second  line  of  farms, 
including  Rose  farm.  Quebec  farm,  and 
Oxwurat  farm,  on  the  line  of  their  final 
objectlvea. 

"During  the  morning  the  weather 
cleared,  and  our  alrplanea  were  able 
to  take  a  more  active  part  In  the  bat- 
tle. Indicating  the  position  of  our 
troopa  and  reporting  hoatlle  Concentra- 
tions to  our  artillery.  In  thia  way  a 
number  of  German  counter-attaoka  were 
broken  up.  while  others  were  repulsed 
by  the  rifle  and  machine-gun  fire  of 
our  infantry.  No  accurate  estimate  of 
the  number  of  prisoners  captured  can 
yet  be  given,  but  they  are  known  to  ex- 
ceed 2,000.  We  also  captured  a  few 
Kuna."

LONDON,  Sept.  20 — (via  Router's 
Ottawa  Agency), — Reutcr's  rurrespou- 
dent  at  British  headquarters  In  Klan- 
dera   telegraphs   today: 

"The  Britiah  have  reneiffe>d  the 
offensive  on  a  big  scale.  It  Is  impos- 
sible at  preaent  to  deflne  the  part  of 
the  attack  in  which  tha  moat  Intense 
flgttting  la  being  done,  but  It  lies 
sstrlde  of  the  Tprea-Menin  road  and  Is 
directed  agalnat  tha  German  poaltlons 
tn  Qlencepse  wood,  Inverneaa  copite  and 
Nonne  Po4chon,  standing  on  high 
ground.  The  possession  of  these  posi- 
tions would  complete  our  mastery  of 
the  Weathoek   ridge  system. 

"There  was  a  heavy  rain  during  the 
night.  but  the  weather  cleared  at 
dawn  and  tha  all-Important  element  of 
vlalblllty  is  rsasonably  high,  while  the 
ground  is  not  seriously  affected.

Tanks 
are  being  employed  In  limited  numbers 
owing  to  the  unfavorable  ground,  but 
our  airmen  already  report  thkt  theso 
snorting  machtnaa,  moving  up  .to  tha ' 
assistance  of  tho  Infantry  later,  war* 
temporarily   held   up.

RUSSIANS  INFLICT 

LOSSES  ON  ENEMY 

Attack  by  Germans  on  Riga  Front  Driven  Back 

With  Heavy  Casualties — Roumanians  Are 

Obliged  to  Give  Up  Some  Ground 

Recently  Captured 


PETROORAD.  Sept.  20. — The 
alana  yesterday  on  the  Riga  front  ra- 
pulaed  an  attack  by  tha  <fcimans  with 
great  loaaea  to  the  Invadera.  according 
to  the  atatement  tasued  today  by  tha 
Russian  War  Oflle*. 

The  Roumanlana  were  compelled  to 
abandon  enemy  poaltiona  that  they  had 
occupied  In  the  region  of  Ocna.

PAYS  VISIT  TO 
HISTORIC  GROUND 


Correspondent's  Description  of 
Field  Where  Canadiarib 
Barred  Road  to  Calais  — - 
Melancholy  Ruins  of  Ypres. 


CA.VAI>IAN       ARMT       HBADQUAR- 

TER.S  In  France,  Sept.  20— (By  the 
Canadian  Overseaa  Correspondent).— 'A 
qaiet  day  on  the  front  enabled  me  to 
visit  In  company  with  a  Canadian 
artillery  officer,  who  took  part  In  the 
battle  of  et  Julien  In  April,  1»1«.  the 
scene  of  that  splendid  victory,  when 
our  men  saved  the  situation  and  bar- 
red the  road  to  Calais. 

Standing  on  the  bank  of ,  the  Tser 
canal  and  looking  northeasterly  up  the 
slope  of  Pilkem  ridge,  there  la.  I  was 
assured,  little  change  in  the  landscape. 
The  ruins  of  farmhouses  in  the  fore- 
ground, which  were  set  on  fire  during 
the  battle  of  St  Julien.  have  been 
smashed  into  heaps  of  rubbish:  but 
the  shelter  trenches  on  the  upa-ard 
slope  from  the  canal  are  still  plainly 
visible.  The  enemy  has  been  driven 
over  the  ridge  and  beyond  the  Steen- 
beke.  but  although  there  is  no  longer 
an  important  impress  in  the  salient  and 
the  high  land  both  north  and  south  of 
the  city,  which  is  now  firmly  held  by 
us,  the  enemy  still  answers  with  heavy 
guns.  A  duel  between  some  Oerman 
heavies  and  our  own  was  In  progress 
at  the  time  of  our  visit 

It  Is  beyond  a  doubt  that  in  na  part 
of  the  weatem  front,  not  even  at  Ver- 
dun, has  there  been  ao  prolonged  and 
steady  a  'gunfire  maintained  during  the 
last  three  years  aa  around  Tprea.  This 
tragle  eity  of  the  dead  looks  hideous, 
but  it  is  doubtless  true  that  In  the 
moonlight  when  shadows  of  planacles 
and  mounds  of  crumbling  stone  that 
msrk  the  site  of  the  Cloth  Hsil,  one 
of  tbe  chief  architectural  glories  of 
the  Middle  Ages,  fall  upon  Orand  Ptaco, 
Tprea  has  a  beauty  that  not  aU  the 
malevolence   of   the    foe  ran    destroy.

LONDON.  Sept.  2«.— The  attempt  by 
the  German  press  and  ofllcials  to  create 
an  atmosphere  for  what  is  believed  here 
to  be  another  peace  manoeuvre,  again 
Is  given  prominence  in  the  newspapers, 
which  are  of '  the  usual  opinion  that 
there  can  be  no  peace  until  Prussiaa 
militarism  Is  crushed. 

The  Dally  Mall,  under  the  heaeiag 
"The  Hun  Peace  Plot,"  declares: 

"The  true  friends  of  peace  are  tha 
Allied  armies  of  the  Governments  which 
ara  striving  to  remove  tbe  causa  of  all 
of  this  misery,  unrest  snd  bloodshed 
by  destroying  Germany's  military  autoc> 
racy." 

The  Tlmeit  saya:  "While  the  well- 
disciplined  (German  press  aff  acta  to 
maintain  an  agitated  discussion  aa  to 
whether  the  forthcoming  reply  to  the 
Papal  peace  note  doea  or  doea  not  con- 
tain an  offer  to  evacuate  Belgium  upon 
terms  which  would  leave  her  In  the  per- 
petual servitude  of  her  oppressors,  the 
answer  of  the  Allies  to  any  proposal* 
of  the  kind  reaches  Germany  at  the 
aame  time  from  both  aides  of  the  At- 
lantic. France  is  bleeding  from  three 
years  of  the  frightful  struggle  against 
a  foe  who  thought  to  crush  her  by  a 
treacherous  onslaught  The  United 
States  Is  but  entering  the  fray  for  the 
defence  of  right  and  liberty,  but  from 
both  comes  the  same  dear  refusal  to 
listen  to  any  insidious  projects  of  W11- 
helmstrasse  for  peace  on  terms  of  the 
status  quo.  Status  quo  began  the  war; 
we  will  not  revive  it" 

The  ICxpreas  asserts  that  the  IT-bost 
figures  Issued  last  night  sre  tha  best 
commentary  on  Oermany'e  deaire  for 
peace,  and  adds  they  are  the  worst  oa 
record  for  Germany. 

Continuing,  the  Express  saya:  "No 
peace  on  whatever  terms  can  hava  aay 
value  unless  those  terms  Insure  the  lm> 
peeslbility  of  another  German  atteimpt 
to  wreck  the  world." 

"Great  BriUin,"  says  The  C3iroalcle. 
"which  strove  the  hardest  to  preaarve 
peace,  entered  the  war  for  certain  defl- 
aite  enda,  and  primarily  to  fulfill  Its 
obligations  of  honor.  If  those  alms  are 
not  achieved,  the  blood  s^ed  so  lavish* 
ly  for  their  fulfilment  will  have  been 
shed  in  vain.  Ood  forbid  that  we 
should  be  guilty  of  any  auch  recreaacy 
to  our  heroic  dead." 

The  Post  declarea  that  It  la  anly  by 
means  of  combined  economic  action  of 
the  Rateate  Allies  that  Oermany  can  ba 
tauaht  to  what  disabilities  prolongatlaa 
of  the  war  will  subject  her.

Talk  of  Disobedience  to  Law 
and  General  Strike  as  Wea- 
pons Aginst  Conscription — 
Others  Favor  Act 


OTTAW>,  Sept.  St.— When  the  aea- 
alon  of  MJa  Tradea  and  Labor  Consreav 
opened  Um  mornlns  the  detwte  on  the 
conacrlp||Mfe  reeolutions  waa  reaumed. 
*  Dclesate  Karmlllo.  of  Edmonton,  pro- 
poaed<  the  followlns  amendment  to  th« 
Executive  Commlttae'a  roi>ort,  which 
was  aocondad  by  Dalesata  Roaa,  M.P.P., 
of  Calsary: 

"That  all  worda  after  'extatence'  In 
the  thirteenth  line  of  the  aection  of  tha 
Executive  Council's  report  be  deleted 
and  tha  followlns  aubatituted:  *Thia 
consreaa  can  not  atultlfy  itaelf  to  the 
desree  cf  either  withdrawins  or  con- 
tradlctlns  thia  year  Ita  firm  and  care- 
fully thousht  out  Tlewn  on  the  quea- 
tloQ  of  coaacrlptlon  aa  embodied  In.  tba 
reaolutlona  of  ItlS  and  Itlt;  neither 
haa  tba  sovernment  by  Ita  actlona  Juatt- 
flad  ua  la  recommendlns  a  wllltas  aub- 
miaaton  to  the  Military  Service  Act. 
particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  up 
to  the  present  they  have  not  ro^ardcHl 
the  conacriptlon  of  wealth  aa  belns 
equally  aa  important  aa  the  conacrip- 
tlon of  manpower  in  the  aucceasful 
proaeeution  of  the  war.  We  would 
alao  point  out  that  no  suarantees  have 
been  siven  that  the  enforcement  of 
manpower  will  not  be  uaed  for  the  con- 
acriptlon of  men  for  induatrial  jnir- 
poaea.

"Wo  reaosnlr.e  that  laws  passed  by  a 
duly-elected  sovernment  must  be  ob- 
served, or  democracy  would  become  an- 
archy, and  yet  we  sea  no  cause  to  either 
contradict  or  withdraw  the  carefully 
thousht  out  views  on  conscription  an 
embodied  In  the  resolutions  of  the  191B 
and  iai«  conventions  of  -the  consrean. 
We  therefore  recommend  that  the 
present  sovernment  be  petitioned  to 
withhold  application  of  tha  Military 
Service  Act  until  after  the  election  of 
a  new  parliament,  and  that  we  recom- 
mend to  all  afflllated  bodlea  that  they 
use  all  their  efforta  to  obtain  a  pledse 
frOm  their  candidates  for  parliament 
that  if  elected  they  will  Immediately 
vote  for  the  repeal  of  this  meanure;" 

Delesate  Cooper  stated  that  the 
amended  report  of  the  committee  was 
Just  an  objectionable  an  the  report  of 
the  Executive  Committee.  He  believed 
the  whole  thins  was  rot.  He  wan 
atrooKly  opposed  to  anything  that  was 
not  opposed  In  every  way  to  conscrip- 
tion. The  report  under  diacuaslon  save 
leeway  and  save  the  sovernment  a  loop- 
hole by  allowlns  wealth  conscription  In 
return  for  support  of  men  conscrip- 
tion. 

Delegate  Hoop.  WInnipes:  "The  offl- 
cers'  report  contains  a  serious  contra- 
diction and  should  be  voted  upon  at 
once.  T  personally  hope  that  it  will  be 
defeated.  Something  more  concise  and 
dealing  more  directly  with  the  matter 
must  be  brought  In.  We  are  all  beds- 
Ing,  and  I  would  recommend  that  a  spe- 
cial committee  be  appointed  to  deal 
with   theae  amendments."

Delegate  Cassldy,  Montreal:  "What 
are  we  voting  upon?" 

President  Watters:  "Delegate  Far- 
mlllo's  motion  is  at  present  before  the 
house.  I  would  aak  you  to  confine  your 
attention  to  thia  motion  In  the  flrat  In- 
stance." 

Secretary  Draper  said  that  the  To- 
ronto committee  had  already  carefully 
considered  the  report. 

Delegate  Stevenson,  Toronto:  "I  would 
aak  why  Delegate  Hoop  doea  not  Jump 
In  at  once  with  hia  suggestiona  of  what 
he  wants.  If  he  does  not  someone  elae 
will." 

President  Walters:  "T  would  aak 
you  to  confine  yourselves  to  Delegate 
Farmillo's  motion." 

Delegate  Sangster.  Montreal:  "The 
amendment  Is  one  that  the  consreaa 
should.  In  my  opinion,  honestly  adopt. 
That  amendment  la  correct.  We  require 
guarantees,  and  I  iMlleve  that  the 
amendment  ahould  carry.

T>elegate  Cansidy.  Montreal:  "1  will 
support  the  amendment.

Fraternal  Delegate  Kovaleakl.  of  the 
Amarlcan  Federation  of  Labor:  "I 
would  take  exception  to  my  friend'a  re- 
marks on  thia  point.

Delegate  Nay  lor,  Vancouver  /Island: 
"I  would  Ilka  to  know  what  diireronce 
doea  It  make  what  Delegate  Caaaldy 
said  regarding  Oompera?  we  are  at 
present  interested  In  this  motion  that 
la  before  the  House." 

Delegate  Kovaleakl:  "It  makes  this 
ditterence — that  auch  atatementa  are 
mlaleadlng." 

Delegate  Murphy,  Ottawa:  "In  thia 
regard — I  am  now  speaking  of  the 
amendment  before  the  House — let  mc 
say  that  for  flfty-aeven  yeara  I  have 
enjoyed  the  protection  of.  the  British 
flag  and  the  Brittah  nation,  and  I  know 
now  that  there  is  no  power  on  earth 
that  can  take  It  away  from  me.  This 
ia  how  I  stand  on  the  questloA  of 
conscriptipn.  Someone  referred  to 
mobs.  I  do  not  think  that  there  is  any 
llkeHhood  of  this  occurring.  I  atill 
deaire  to  hold  allegiance  to  my  country 
and  her  princlplea,  and  to  keep  con- 
nected with  the  Empire.

Delegate  Hardy,  of  Nelson,  B.  C: 
"Mr.  Wlnstone  made  a  remark  In  hia 
address  the  other  day  that  met  with 
the  approval  of  this  convention.  That 
was  when  he  said  that  the  Welsh 
miners  had  saved  the  soul  of  trades 
unionism  of  Great  Britain  (applause). 
The  miners  did  this  by  defying  the  law. 
The  military  law  glvoa  us  two  alterna- 
tives. Either  volunteer  for  service  or 
take  an  enforced  holiday  for  five  years 
or  less.  In  my  opinion  It  is  more 
noble  to  take  that  enforced  holiday 
than  to  shed  more  blood  on  the  field 
of  Flandera.  I  support  the  amend- 
ment of  Delegate  Farmillo." 

Delegate  Knight.  EMmonton:  "I  am 
utterly  oppoaed  to  the  executive  report. 
It  aays  that  if  wealth  la  conacripted 
we  will  take  no  further  action  to  op- 
poae  conacriptlon.  or  words  to  that 
effect.  I  am  oppoaed  to  conscription 
in    any  ahape  or   form." 

Here  Delegate  Knight  related  an  In- 
cident which  had  happened  at  a  meet- 
ing at  which  he  was  present,  and  where 
returned  soldiers  broke  up  the  meeting. 
He  referred  to  tha  soldlera  as  "hired 
ruffians." 

Delegate  Knight:  "When  I  used  'that 
term  I  did  not  refer  to  the  returned 
soldiers  In  a  body,  or  to  the  Great  War 
Veterans*  An'sociatlon.  The  language 
waa  JustMed  In  the  case  that  I  refer 
to." 

President  Watters  then  said  that 
some  of  the  boys  who  bad  returned 
from  the  front  were  men.  Others,  he 
regretted  to  say,  could  only  be  char- 
acterised aa  hired  ruffians.  This  could 
not  be  said  of  returned  soldiers  In 
general. 

This  remark  was  greeted  with  laugh- 
ter by   the  delegates. 

Waata  Oaaaral  attlka 

Delegate  Martel,  Montreal,  said  that 
It  was  useless  to  waste  time  in 
lengthy  discussions.  The  only  proper 
way  for  labor  to  indicate  its  attitude 
clearly  was  to  declare  a  general  strike. 

Delegate  Lesperance,  of  Montreal,  did 
not  agree  with  Delegate  Martel.  Mar- 
tel. he  said,  had  not  been  sent  by  his 
union  to  declare  a  general  strike  or 
to  say  he  was  In   favor  of  it. 

Delegate  Martel  hotly  resented  this 
remark,  and  said  that  the  lodge  which 
he  represented  had  already  passed  a 
resolution   favoring   a  general    strike. 

Delegate  Foster,  Winnipeg,  said  that 
he  had  nothing  but  the  highest  praise 
and  admiration  for  the  returned  men, 
but  that  he  did  not  agree  with  the  at- 
titude that  some  of  them  had  adopt^ed 
In  Winnipeg  under  the  leadership  of 
Lieut.  Sheppard.  This  officer  had  set 
himself  up  as  a  dictator.  He  remarked 
that  he  would  support  Delegate  Far- 
millo's amendment,  and  that  enough 
men  had  been  sent  to  protect  Flavelle, 
the  Canadian  I>aciflc  Railway  and  other 
big  interests. 

Delegate  Williams  thought  that  the 
congress  had  made  a  mistake  about 
conscription  of  wealth.  That  would  do 
no  good.  Wealth  was  only  the  unpaid 
wages  of  the  workera  in  their  atrugfle* 
for  exiatence.  He  was  against  tha 
committee's  report  and  in  favor  of 
Delegate   Farmillo's   amendment. 


Dalagata  Franoqua,  Montreal,  de- 
clared himaelf  atrongly  in  favor  of 
conscription  of  manpower  and  of 
wealth. 

Delegate  Trotter,  Vancouver,  thought 
another  reaolutlon  ahonld  be  brought  In 
affirming  the  opposition  of  the  eongreas 
to  conscription.  He  believed  the  mass 
of  the  soldiers  at  tha  front  would  be 
found  to  accord  with  the  decision  of 
the  Congresa  against  conacriptlon. 
(Cheers.) 

Dalegata  Dean,  London,  Ont.,  spoke 
strongly  in  favor  of  conacriptlon,  aa  did 
Delegate  McVensie,  of  Sault  Rte  MarTe 
and  Delegate  Lynch,  Montreal.  Dele- 
gate Watkinson,  Toronto,  opposed  it, 
saying  bo  would  dtallka  to  think  that 
tha  working  elasa  could  not  nullify  any 
law   placed  en   th«  atatuta  books. 

Delegate  King  thought  that  cona<n>lp- 
tlon  in  any  form  Impliad  conscription 
of  all    (he  country's   re«K>urces. 

The  Coo  grass  than  adjourned  until

Col.  Smith  had  come  from  Ottawa  a 
week  ago  and  was  planning  a  month's 
hunting  trip  in  Quebec.  He  took  sud- 
denly ill  at  dinner  in  the  Frontenac 
Club  Tueaday  night,  but  was  bettor 
yesterday  afternoon,  and  waa  around. 
When  hia  sister  went  to  his  room  at  7 
o'clock  this  morning  she  found  him 
dead. 

Col.  Smith  was  bom  In  Kingston  In 
1I4S  and  waa  the  son  of  the  late  Sir 
Henry  Smith.  He  had  been  in  the  Can- 
adian public  service  since  1S&9.  and  also 
took  a  prominent  part  In  Canadian  mll-- 
Itary  afteirs  for  the  laat  llfty  yeara.

He  la  now  concentrating  hla  efforts  in 
a  form  of  defence  which  a  correspon- 
dent daacrMaa  aa  a  formation  ateadlly 
thickening  In  atrength  from  front  to 
rear,  'and  backed  by  freah  troopa  trained 
and  practlMd  In  counter-attack.  The 
country  is  well  suited  to  thic  method 
of  dafenca,  and  the  enemy  baa  held,  in 
the  direction  of  Ohtluvalt.  a  ridge 
wbloli  la  both  valuable  for  observation 
and  for  cloaking  hla  own  movementa. 
It  is  not  elear  from  yeaterday'a  ac- 
counts whether  thia  ridge  is  still  in  his 
posaasalon,  though  apeclflc  mention  la 
made  of  Intenaa  lighting  aatride  the 
Tpraa-Menln  road,  to  the  Immediate 
aouth  of  which  tha  ridge  la  altuatad. 

Broadly  apeaklng.  yeaterday'a  advance 
waa  in  the  direction  of  Roulera,  but,  aa 
waOuLve  aald,  the  moral  effect  on  the 
Oernmna  la  what  matters  more  than  the 
amount  of  ground  captured.  The  enemy 
la  balnf  atfUok  where  ha  le  atrongeat.

to  leae.  Northwarda  from  Arraa  the 
pUi^  of  campaign  la  ateadlly  develop- 
ing. Lens  la  now  surrounded  on  three 
aldea.

ing discouragement  to  the  Ucrmana.

a  war,  la  wbteb  tba  wbola  cauBtry's 
future.  Ja  lavolvad,  baa  mad*  It  aeoaa- 
aary  to  pronlda  arary  aafagaard.  It 
would  bava  basa  uatbinkabla  that  tbeae 
who  favor  our  enemy'a  eaoae  ahould 
kava  had  a  aay  la  our  war  polieiaa. 
Under  tha  circumataaoea  tbay  would 
have  voted  againat  eonacrlption  and  all 
tboaa  other  pollfllea  which  bava  been  d*> 
vlaed  ta  strengthen  our  army.  It  waa 
a  quaatlon  of  aelf-protection  to  dlafraa- 
eblsa  aueb,  and  tbla  paUey  baa  mat  with 
pralae  front  all  who  believe  ttiat  tba 
war  ia  tha  mala  buaii^eea  of  tha  time 
and  that  all  elaa  la  aaoaodary  until  It 
la    dBlabed. 

It  waa  a  very  memorable  obcaalon  In 
the  eoantrr'e  annala  when  Mr  Robert 
Borden  offered  to  form  a  Coalition  Gov- 
ernment  to  bring  aboka  a  more  vigoroua 
prosecution  <  of  the  war  on  Canada'a 
part.  That  the  offer  waa  ^jaatad  la  a 
moat  regrettable  epiaoda.  But  tba  Pre- 
mier waa  not  discouraged  by  the  ra- 
fuaal  of  Sir  Wilfrid  LaurUr  to  nnify  all 
efforU.  He  baa  labored  uneeaalngly 
with  the  purpose  in  view  of  aligning  all 
the  elements  that  are  deurmined  there 
shall  be  no  pauae  or  ^laekenlng  in  our 
war  programme.  That  he  will  auecaed 
is  the  hope  of  all,  and  there  ara  good 
prospects  that  before  the  date  of  the 
election  is  announced  a  Union  Cabinet 
will  be  formed  which  can  appeal  to  tha 
cauntry  In  oppooltlon  to  tboaa  polltl- 
ciana  who  do  not  believe  that  eonacrlp- 
tion ia  neceaaary.  Tha  need  for  an 
election  has  arlnen  because  the  I.«urler 
Lkberala  oppoaed  an  extension  of  the 
life  of  Parliament.  They  opposed  a 
Coalition  Oovemment  a"  well,  ao  that 
tho^  aaeumptloa    ia    tiiey    eoaaldar    that. 


they,  and  they  alone,  ahould  b«  en- 
trusted with  the  affairs  of  office  at  this 
time.  In  this  belief  they  have  not 
hesitated  to  plunge  the  country  Into 
the  turmoil  of  an  election  at  a  time 
when  our  every  energy  ahould  be  con- 
centrated on  waya  and  meana  to  fulfil 
our  share  In  victory. 

The  paat  aeaslon  has  been  remark* 
able,  too,  for  the  acqulaitlon,  or  tha 
tentative  acqulaitlon,  of  tha  Canadian 
Northern  Hallway  by  tha  people  of  the 
country.  Tha  taking  over  of  a  trana- 
contlnantal  road  of  thia  character  ia  an 
experimental  atep  which  only  time  can 
Juatify  or  condemn.  The  price  to  be 
paid  to  those  who  hold  large  interesta 
In  the  railway  is  to  be  determined  by  a 
board  of  arbitrators,  ao  that  the  coat  to 
tha  country  la  not  yet  known.  From 
our  viewpoint,  auch  a  move  In  the  dirao- 
tion  of  national  ownership  ahould  not 
have  been  attempted  in  war  time,  aa  we 
are  under  ao  many  bthar  flnancial  obll- 
gatlona.  Perhaps,  however,  by  the 
tima  tha  country  takea  posaeaaion  of 
the  road  the  war  will  be  over,  and  It 
will  be  poaaibia  to  view  the  tranaaotion 
from  a  different  angle. 

No  one  taaa  gained  so  greatly  in  the 
public  estimation  during  the  seaaion  aa 
,tbe  Prima  Miniater.  Kven  hie  bittereat 
opponenta  have  had  to  expreaa  admira- 
tion for  the  ataunch,  uadavlating  man- 
ner m  which  he  haa  pursued  hla  poli- 
oiea.  All  the  clamor  of  Quebac  and  the 
hoatlllty  of  Bir  Wilfrid  Laurier'a  fel- 
lowera  In  the  House  of  Commons  have 
been  Inaufllclent  to  make  blm  turn  a 
halrabreadth  from  the  goal  he  haa  in 
view.  The  oppoaltion  preaa  haa  made 
direct  personal  attacks  on  him,  claiming 
he  is  weak  and  vacillating.  The  Lib- 
eral leaders  In  the  Weat  hava  made  It 
a  conOitlon  of  Union  Oovemment  tUal 
he  «l40uld  rellnqulBh  the  leadership. 
When  the  latter  proposal  waa  put  for- 
ward 6ir  Robert  immediately  offered  to 
retire,  but  the  Conservative  membera 
unanimously  refuaed  to  entertain  auch 
ah  idea.  It  la  not  only  among  the  Con< 
aervativea  that  tha  Prima  Minister  haa 
gained  in  atrength.  More  and  more  tha 
War  Libarala  are  coming  to  the  con- 
clusion that  at  the  preaent  Juncture  ha 
Is  the  only  logical  leader  In  tha  country, 
and  when  the  Union  Oovemment  la 
^created  many  of  them  are  ready  to  lend 
him  their  active  aupport.  Hla  atatca- 
manllke  courae  has  commended  itaelf  to 
Canada.  By  the  army  In  the  field  and 
throughout  tha  Bmpire  Sir  Robert  Bor- 
den ia  regarded  aa  the  one  Indtspenaabla 
man  for  tha  Dominion  in  thia  crisia  of 
her  affatra.

Municipal  Inapeetor  Gordon  informed 
the  board  that  there  were  In  the  city 
eohoola  over  4,090  boya  who  would 
come  under  euch  a  ruling,  and  he 
doubted  If  there  were  sufficient  In- 
atruetora to  handle  ao  large  a  number. 
No  action  waa  taken  beyond  receiving 
and   acknowledging   the   communication. 


A  delegate  to  the  Labor  Congress  at 
Ottawa  says  that  newspapers  have  fea- 
tured the  autemant  that  organlxed  labor 
la  not  aupperted  by  the  working  people. 
Well,  Is  ItT  Ite  numerical  atrength  la 
aome  89,(H>0,  and  aurely  it  ia  not  claimed 
that  there  are  only  80,000  workera  in 
Canada. 


Organised  labor  Is  very  far  from 
unanimous  on  the  question  of  conscrip- 
tion. On  the  vote  dealing  with  the  sub. 
Ject  the  antl-conacriptionista  could  only 
obUIn  a  majority  of  twenty  out  of  242 
votea.  We  hope  thia  elim  majority 
meana  there  will  be  no  more  seditioua 
utterances  about  obatructing  the  opera- 
tion of  the  MiliUry  Service  Act  by 
proclaiming  a  general  strike. 


The  first  woman  member  of  a  legisla- 
tive aaaambly  in  Canada  haa  been  elect- 
ed in  the  person  of  Miss  Roberta  Mac- 
adama,  of  Edmonton.  We  know  nothing 
of  the  lady  but  there  la  no  doubt  about 
her  popularity  with  the  troops  overseas 
whore  she  haraelf  la  anting  as  a  nurae.

A  ready-made  suit 
coata  400  roublea  ($8$).  and  a  light  pair 
of  brown  shoes  85  roubles  (|14.50). 
Russia  ia  facing  a  Winter  during  which 
economic  disaster  will  threaten  her  ex- 
latence.

mediary of  tha  Swedish  minister  at  Ber- 
lin,  whether  it  was  true  that  the  Oer- 
man  representative  at  Buenos  Ayres  had 
dispatched,  and  the  Ministry  of  Foreign 
Affairs   had   received,  tha  telegrams   In 
I  question. 

Whin  the  reply  was  received  the 
lawedish  minister  at  Bwrlin  on  Septem- 
IS  was  Inaoted  by  the  Swedish  govern- 
crnment  to  hand  to  the  German  Oovern- 
ment  a  strong  protest  In  consequence 
of  these  Ineidents,  and  to  lay  stress  on 
tha  fact  that  It  had  been  confirmed  be-

Women,  far  more  than  men,  rtrnnln  at 
home  after  they  know  that  tliey  have 
contracted  tuberculosis.  The  niother  ot 
a  family  especially  may  And  It  Impoa- 
frtble  either  to  go  td  a  sanitarium  or  to 
go  away  to  what  might  prove  a  better 
climate.  The  want  of  meana  and  the 
need  her  children  have  for  her  care  and 
advlrs.  her  reluctance  to  leave  her  hus- 
band alone  or  to  lose  his  care  and  pro- 
tection, are  among  reasons  which  cause 
her  to  continue  as  long  as  possible  to 
stay  among  her  own  people. 

Now  that  the  higheat  authorities  de- 
clare that  with  propar  treatment  tuber- 
culosis can  be  cured  if  that  treatment  is 
begun  soon  enough,  the  patient  who 
feels  that  she  must  remain  at  home 
need  not  despair  of  saving  her  life.  For 
the  benefit  of  soldiers  who  ara  sufferlnit 
from  Incipient  tuberculosis  British 
medical  authorities  have  Issued  a  leaflet 
containing  advice  which  all  who  are 
almilarly  afflicted  may  follow. 

There  Is  In  this,  as  in  all  progressive 
cities,  a  aoclety  which  Is  engaged  In  the 
work  of  prevention  and  cure  of  tubercu- 
losis, and  the  city  employs  a  nurse  to 
care  for  patients  and  to  give  advice.  The 
society  on  application  supplies  nourish- 
ment where  it  Is  needed.  No  one  should 
hesitate  to  aak  for  this,  because  It  Is 
for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  community 
that  the  patient  should  recover.  An  in- 
telligent pttblto  win  see  that  at  all  times 
this  soclaty  has  funds  to  buy  supplies. 
Mothers  especially  should  realixe  that 
thta  Is  a  measure  of  self-protection. 

The  very  flrst  of  the  rules  addressed 
to  the  patient  says: 

"Tou  should  have  good  food  In  plenty. 
The  most  nourishing  food  need  not  b« 
the  dearest.  Meals  should  be  at  fixea. 
regular  hours.  If  you  can  rent  roin 
pletely  for  halt  an  hour  both  before  and 
after  meala  yoor  foo^wni  do  you  more 
oood.  This  Is  tha  only  on*  of  the  rules 
a  patient  may  have  need  of  help  to  keep. 
Others   of   general   application    are: 

Get  as  mtich  fresh  air  as  you  can.  It 
costs  nothing.  Be  In  the  open  air  as 
mtwh  as  possible.  The  rooms  you  Ilva 
In  and  sleep  In  should  always  have  the 
windows  wide,,  open. 

Sleep  as  much  as  possible.  Go  to  bed 
aarly  at  a  fixed  hour,  and  avoid  theatres 
and   pieture-houses. 

Taka  sxerclse  regularly,  but  do  not 
overtire  yourself.  If  your  work  glv«», 
you  exercise  you  will  not  naed  so  much 
of  it  In  your  leisure  as  you  will  if  yov 
work  Indoorsi 

The  best  way  ef  avoiding  giving  con- 
sumption to  others  Is  to  get  well  your- 
■aU. 

C«msumptton  Is  caused  by  very  amall 
geras  which  nultiply  In  the  lungs  of  a 
consumptive  peraon,  and  nambera  *t 
them  are  coughed  up  In  his  spit:  they

Handkerchiefs  and  any  clothing  which 
may  have  been  splashed  in  coughing 
should  be  soaked  In  dislnfectlni^  solu- 
tion before  they  are  washed. 

You  should  have  separate  cups, 
spoons,  forks,  etc..  for  your  own  use. 
They  should  not  be  washed  with  other 
things,  and  they  should  be  boiled  before 
being  used  by  anyone  else. 

Do  not  kiss  anyone,  especially  on  the 
lipa 

If  possible,  sleep  in  a  room  by  your- 
self, or,  at  the  least,  in  a  separate 
bed.  It  should  be  as  far  as  possible 
away   from   other   beds  in  the  room. 

The  man  or  woman  who  obeys  these 
rules  Is  not  only  likely  to  recover  but 
will  prevent  the  spread  of  Infection  to 
others.  It  should  be  remembered  thit 
In  our  own  city  and  elsewhere  there  ar« 
people  who  are  very  useful  members  of 
the  community  who  have  recovered  from 
what  seemed  to  many  who  knew  them, 
hopeless  Illness,  and  there  are  thou- 
sands' of  others  who  have  found  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  relief  from  what  were  pro- 
nounced serious  affections  of  the  lungs.

Baron  Rhondda  Announces 
That  New  Steps  Securing 
Co-operation  and  Economy 
Are  Being  Taken, 


LONDO.N,  Sept.  20. — Inauguration  of 
a  new  food  control  campaign  In  Great 
Britain  was  announced  today  by  Baron 
Rhondda.  the  Food  Centroller.  "If  vol- 
untary meaaurea  fall,"  he  aald,  "I  ahall 
have  no  compunction  In  putting  the  na- 
tion  on   compulsory   rations." 

Baron  Rhondda  added  that  the  dan- 
ger of  the  situation  did  not  He  In  the 
submarine  peril,  but  In  the  world's 
shortage  of  cereals,  meats  and  fata. 

Baron  Rhondda  made  this  statement 
to  the  American  correspondents  here  af- 
ter telling  them  that  the  minimum 
foodstuff  requirements  from  the  United 
States  and  Canada  during  the  forthcom- 
ing twelve  months  would  be  more  than 
10,000,000  tons,  representing  an  expen- 
diture of  I2S0,000,004I. 

The  Food  Controll<>r  announced 
measures  also  for  stabilising  the  sugar 
trade,  with  a  comitilttea  In  New  Tork 
to  supervise  Cuban  purchases.

"Most  of  the  money  Is  to  be  spent  In 
ihp  United  States  for  cereals,  hog  pro- 
ducts, sugar  and  meat."  said  Baron 
Rhondda.  "In  view  of  the  Hguraa.  It  In 
necessary  to  emphasise  the  vital  Im- 
portance of  the  contlnuanca  of  tha 
closest  possible  co-operation  between 
Mr.  Hoover,  the  American  Food  Con- 
troller, Mr.  Hanna,  Food  Controller  for 
Canada,  and  myself.  Several  steps  In 
this  direction  have  been  taken.  First  Is 
the  formation  by  France,  Italy  and 
Oreat  Britain  of  a  meats  and  faU  execu- 
tive. In  the  future  all  Batente  Allied 
purchase^  of  bacon,  ham.  lard,  butter 
and  cheese  ia  tha  United  SUtes  will  be 
pooled  through  this  executive,  thua 
eliminating  competitive  buying  between 
the  Allies  which  raises  prices  In  the 
United  States  and  at  home." 

Baron  Rhondda  went  on  appreciative- 
Ik  In  regard  to  I«rd  Northcllffe's  efforts 
la  the  United  SUtes.  adding:

Wr.  Gilbert  McClurg  Tells  Ro- 
tarians    That    Optimist    Is 

\  Man  Who  Makes  Lemonade 
When  Handed  Lemon. 


"There  la  no  raaaon  for  any  man  to 
have  a  grouch  in  the  Pacific  North- 
waat."  aaaarUd  Mr.  OUbart  Mcdurg,  In 
course  of  hla  Informal  addraaa  to  tha  Ro- 
tarlans  and  their  numeroua  guaata  from 
tha  memberahlp  of  other  local  civic  or- 
ganlxationa.  at  their  luncheon  given  at 
the  Bhapresa  Hotel  yeaterday.  "No- 
where in  the  world  have  tbay  such  cli- 
mate, auch  scenery,  and  auch  aaaeta  aa 
you  have  here,"  he  continued.  Sunahine 
and  opportunity  were  the  twQ^  greataat 
bleaaings  man  had.  be  thought,  but  work 
«as  the  real  aaaat  which  made  for  auo- 
ceas.  Ue  wondered  if  many  realUed  tha 
opportunities  that  lay  at  the  feat  of  tha 
men  of  this  Western  country. 

The  United  BUtes  did  not  as  yet 
know  of  this  country,  he  continued. 
Tourlat  travel  might  be  aaid  to  prac- 
tically be  confined  to  two  avenuea,  Col- 
orado and  California.  The  latter  atate 
had  been  largely  buUt  up  by  lecture 
courses  and  advertising,  but  aa  yet  tha 
Northwest  might  be  said  to*  ba  practic- 
ally unexploited  in  that  way.  That  waa 
why  the  Chircago,  Milwaukee  4k  Puget 
Bound  Railway  had  sent  for  him  to  bO 
a  walking  and  talking  encyclopaedia  for 
this  vast  and  interesting  region,  and  he 
waa  now  contlnuoualy  working  on  a  well 
mapped  out  programme  among  the  larg- 
er cities  of  the  conttnent,  addreasing 
the  public  aplrltad  clubs  and  organis- 
ations, alwaya  referring  to  the  great  ad- 
vantages to  be  found  In  the  Northweat 
and  the  wealth  of  Its  cities,  its  moun- 
tutna,  and  vallayai

Publicity  waa  the  medlunii  he  sild, 
with  which  to  boost  the  people  out  at 
the  rut  into  which  they  had  fallen  In 
the  big  centres  of  population  and  cauaa 
them  to  go  wbare  devalopmant  waa 
Ing  awaited.  Ue  recalled  the  first  ex- 
cursion which  was  organised  In  New 
York  to  bring  a  number  6t  persona  to 
Colorado.  When  they  had  arrived  at 
their  destination  to  view  the  expanse  of 
aage-bruah  and  ajkall.  anathema  was 
freely  heaped  on  tha  head  of  the  organ- 
iser. The  prospect  did  not  meet  .with 
their  expectatlona  The  first  question 
some  asked  was,  "Where  are  those  won- 
derful wild  strawberriea  you  told  us 
about  In  your  lectures  in  the  IiSaat?  Yet 
the  land  which  then  was  offered  at  3Sc 
per  acre,  waa  now  worth  |l60  an  acre, 
and  had  .^ilready  produced  millions  in 
worth  to  the  commonwealth.  >Iq  found 
men  free  to  ask  today  what  the  Oov- 
ernment  would  offer  as  an  Inducement 
to  them  to  go  out  and  develop  the  coun- 
try. Aside  from  free  land,  would  it 
provide  a  team  of  horses  and  |200  each 
in  cash?  And  he  would  warn  them  that 
the  pioneers  who  paved  the  way  for  the 
comforta  and  the  pleasures  and  the  pro- 
tection that  waa  now  enjoyed  by  thene 
Inactlves,  were  the  men  who  went  out 
with  their  gun  and  a  spade  and  made 
the  land  prosper  where  it  was  non-pro- 
ductive before.  And  these  same  men 
had  paid  the  taxes  In  the  big  cities 
where  the  idlers  congregated  to  agitate. 
Oltlaa  ara  "Vampa" 

The  farmer  ^ab  no  longer  a  Joke,  said 
Mr.  McClurg.  He  wan  today  providing 
the  sinews  of  this  tremendous  war. 
Cities  were  vampires, 'socking  the  life's 
blood  of  the  country.  The  tide  of  move- 
ment fluctuated  first  to  the  city  and 
then  back  to  the  land,  but  each  time  the 
population  returned  to  the  land  they 
found  it  dearer  to  buy;  for  progress'was 
always  making  way  in  the  country. 
Mother  Rarth  offered  the  great  health 
advantage.  This  was  strikingly  notice- 
able coming  out  of  the  East  into  the 
Northwest  The  greateat  advantages  of 
all,  he  thought,  were  to  be  found  in  this 
vast  region.  The  finest  type  of  man 
on  the  continent  was  to  be  found  In  the 
wheat  belt  and  In  the  rugged  western 
shelf  of  the  Pacific  Slope. 

The  war  had  dulled  the  perspective  of 
many,  he  had  '  found,  but  he  thought 
there  waa  still  a  ray  of,  bright  hope. 
"You  live  In  a  wonderful  environment," 
he  continued,  "under  a  bright  sun;  your 
valleys  are  fertile:  your  hllla  produc- 
tive, and  you  have  a  ready  courage  born 
of  a  life  In  the  West.  Furthermore,  we 
know  that  our  cauaa  is  right.  There  ia 
little  disheartening  In  this  war.  The 
Northweat  ia  sending  virile,  full-blooded 
men  to  fight  the  nation's  battle  In  Eu- 
rope; when  It  is  done,  Europe  will  send 
a  population  to  help  you  produce  pros- 
parity." 

B.  O.  Votatoaa  XaS  Mim.  Beat 

Mr.  McClurg  told  the  meeting  that  he 
was  not  entirely  a  stranger  to  Britlah 
Columbia  before  he  had  come  here  a 
year  ago  to  study  cond^iona  for  tha  pre- 
paratton  of  hla  lecture  on  the  North- 
west, for  British  Columbia  potatoes  had 
taken  the  first  prise  in  an  exhibit  under 
his  dtreotlon  in  New  York  city  the  pre- 
vious year.  And  Sasl^tchewan  wheat 
had  bean  shown  to  be  the  best  grown  on 
thia   continent. 

He  had  seen,  he  aaid.  the  ceaselean 
flow  of  Immigration  Into  this  country 
through  New  York.  They  were  landing 
at  random,  without  an  Index  finger  to 
ahow  where  opportunity  lay  to  the 
westward.

He  thus  claim- 
ed the  distinction  of  bringing  the  at- 
tention of  the  world  to  tha  potatoes  of 
British  Columbia  and  tha  wheat  of  the 
Prairlea.  He  was  amaaed  at  tha  local 
exhibit  which  had  won  the  |l,000  prise 
for  the  b«it  potatoes  grown  in  America. 
But  he  Riao  wondered  why  it  was  that 
British  Columbia  did  not  grow  its  own 
sugar.  Instead  of  diverting  the  wealth 
mined  from  Its  hills  to  tha  purchaae 
cf  sugar  from  th*  Pacific  Islands  for 
the  whole  of  Its  cons&mptinn. 

Mr.  Jamea  Ferman,  praaldent  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  moved  a  vote  of  thank* 
to  Mr.  McClurg  for  his  address  before 
the  meeting.  It  was  seconded  by  Mr. 
Charles  Armatrong.  Industrial  cnmmla- 
aioner  for  the  city  of  Victoria  and  secre- 
tary of  the  Victoria  and  Island  Develop- 
ment Aasodatton.  Tn  acknowledging  the 
appraclatlen  tAat  had  been  expraaaed, 
Mr.  McClurg  referred  to  Prealdant 
Aball's  having  Introducad  him  aa  an 
optimist  and  a  lorer  of  tha  Pacific 
Northwest.

TO  FIGHT  IMMEDIATE 


VISIT  ONLY  SMOKE 
CONSUMER  ON  COAST 


Fire  Chief  Davis  and  Local  Al- 
dermen Inspect  Everett 
IVI^n's  Anti-Effluvia  Inven- 
tion— Report  Today, 


Fire  Chief  Davis,  with  Aldermen 
Cameron  and  Johna,  will  return  home 
this  afternoon  after  Inspecting  th« 
smoke  and  effluvia  conaumer  in  one  of 
the  Everett  mllli.  The  local  offlclals 
will  Immediately  turn  In  their  report  as 
there  is  only  one  week  remaining  be- 
fore the  local  smoke  nuisance  by-law 
Is  scheduled  to  be  enforced.  The  de- 
gree of  the  enforcement  of  the  local  by- 
law will  depend  on  to  what  extent,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  offlclals,  it  would  be 
practical  ^  require  local  manufacturers 
to  equip  their  plants  with  similar  con- 
sumers. 

The  Everett  consumer, .  according  to 
what  Fire  Chief  Tlno  of  Everett  told 
the  Victoria  officials  yesterday,  la  tjie 
only  smoke  consumer  on  tt*B  Pacllle 
Coast  attached  to  a  general  mill.  The 
device  la  attached  to  one  of  the  chim- 
neys of  the  Robinson  Manufacturing 
Company's  plant.  Aa  the  partlclea  of 
partly  conaumed  matter  risa  in  the  flue 
they  are  drawn  Into  a  apeclea  of  bake 
oven  on  one  side,  Vhera  they  are  burned 
completely. 

The  result  of  the  appliance  la  that 
the  smokestack  has  never  been  equipped 
with  a  net,  because  there  la  nothing 
left  to  carry  aparks.  Tha  device  was 
worked  out  by  Mr.  "Thomas  Robinson, 
manager  of  tha  mill. 

It  was  explained  to  the  Victoria  offi- 
cials that  from  10  to  20  per  cent,  of  the 
normal  coat  of  a  stack  will  equip  it 
with  the  conaumer. 

It  is  likely  that  the  officials  will  give 
a  verbal  report  of  their  Inspection  at 
the  Htreets  committee  of  the  City  Co>in- 
cil  thin  afternoon,  when  a  delegation 
from  the  Board  of  Trade  will  appear 
to  protest  against  the  enforcement  of 
any  regulations  likely  to  be  onerous  on 
local  industries,

Board  of  Trade  Will  Ask  City 
Council  to  Give  Mills  Time  to 
Meet  Situation  —  Everett 
Plant  Condemned. 


While  admitting  that  tha  dlacharga 
of  cindera,  charred  sawdust  aad  other 
effluvia  from  the  mUla  of  Victoria  haa 
created  a  aerioua  menace  that  ahould 
b«  Ormly  dealt  with,  the  Board  of  Trade 
dapnUtion,  when  It  walta  on  the  atreeta 
committee  this  afternoon,  will  urge  that 
the  enforcement  of  tha  Smoke  Niflaanca 
Bg-Uw  ba  defarrad  a  few  waaka.  It  la 
contandad  that  the  poatponemant  will 
allow  mill  oparatora  time  to  parfact 
faciUtiaa  already  being  worked  on  that 
wlU  ahollah  tha  trouble  and  at  the  aoma 
time  obviate  any  Interference  with  the 
city'a  induatriea. 

Meaara.  jF.  A.  Pauline,  M.P.P.;  C.  T. 
Cross  and  Clarepce  B.  DaavUla.  mambars 
of  tha  Board  of  Trade  committee  in- 
quiring into  the  matter,  inspected  in 
company  with  Mr.  J.  O.  Cameron  the 
refuae-consuming  apparatus  at  the  Cam- 
eron Lumbar  Company  yesterday  morn- 
ing, and  in  the  afternoon  conferred  with 
other  members  of  the  committee  to  dia- 
cuas  the  attitude  they  will  take  before 
the  Mayor  and  aldermen  this  after- 
noon.

"It  the  mandate  of  Htre  Chief  Davis 
Is  carried  out  and  all  mills  not  comply- 
ing with  his  orders  to  the  letter  are 
closed,  the  whole  lumber  and  shipbuild- 
ing Industry  of  Victoria  will  be  tied  up," 
declared  Mr.  J.  O.  Cameron.  "Last 
month,"  he  went  on,  "tha  Cameron  mills 
paid  out  113,000  In  wages  and  the  Can- 
adian Puget  Sound  Company,  $20,000. 
Of  that  amount  40  per  cent  went  to 
White  labor.  And  that  accounts  for 
only  two  mills.  The  shipyards  had  a 
payroll  In  August  amounting  to  eaally 
1100,000,  and  all  of  that  goes  to  white 
labor.  The  shipbuilding  plants — both 
tha  Cameron-aenoa  and  the  Foundation 
Company — are  depending  on  the  mills. 
All  this  business  will  die  out  if  the 
by-law  Is  enforced  on  October  1.  I  re- 
alize the  discomfort  caused  by  the 
smoke  and  cinders  to  people  in  the 
north  end  of  the  city,  but  the  Cameron 
company  is  doing  Its  best  to  meet  the 
situation,  and  all  we  ask  la  time.  If 
we  cannot  get  that,  the  industries  af- 
fected will   be  crippled." 

The  committee  was  aatisfled  that  the 
Cameron  interests  were  making  an  ear- 
nest attempt  to  do  away  with  the 
nuisance.  No  opinion  waa  expressed  on 
the  sUnd  taken  by  other  mills,  aa  the 
Cameron  case  was  the  only  one  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 
It  was  hinted  that  the  other  mills  were 
depending  on  public  sentiment  to  over- 
throw the   by-law. 

Vsa  IKora  Bafasa  for  Vnal 

Mr.  ekmeron  told  the  committee  that 
It  was  believed  the^  smokestack  at  the 
Puget  Sound  mill  waa  a  greater  offender 
than  the  conaumer,  and  if  the  company 
waa  aasured  it  could  extend  Its  lease 
for  three  months  more  an  effective 
screen  would  be  installed.  Negotiations, 
he  pointed  out,  were  under  way  to  form 
a  new  company  to  take  over  the  plant 
permanently.  The  operation  of  the 
Puget  Bound  mill  cost  the  Camerons 
|1,<75  a  month  and  they  therefore  did 
not  feel  justlfled  In  making  the  neces- 
aary  outlay  for  a  amoke  guard  unless 
the  lease  was  lasting.  The  nuisance,  ha 
said,  would  be  eliminated  this  Winter 
to  t,  great  extent  by  a  fuller  utilisation 
of  waste  wood  for  fuel.  Instead  of  be- 
ing thrown  into  the  conaumer,  it  would 
be  held  In  reserve  to  heat  Victoria 
homes  during  the  cold  months. 

Whatever  .views  Chief  Davis  and  Al- 
dermen Johns  and  Cameron  may  have 
regarding  the  consumer  they  were  dele- 
gated to  inspect  at  Everett,  Wash.,  a 
prominent  mill  architect  has  strongly 
advised  against  the  Installation  of  such 
an  affair  at  the  Cameron  mill,  although 
this  course  was  recommended  by  Fire 
Chief  Davis  a  few  weeks  ago.  In  fact. 
Chief  Davis  went  so  far  as  to  say  the 
Everett  consumer  was  the  only  effect- 
ive one  that  could  be  put  in  uae  hare.

Mr.  A.  B.  Pracna,  Seattle,  who  has 
designed  big  mills  throughout  tha 
Northwest,  haa  written  Mr.  Cameron  as 
follows: 

"Regarding  the  burner  at  the  Robin- 
son Manufacturing  Company's  plant  at 
Everett,  Wash.,  I  beg  to  adviae  that  1, 
with  several  others  ,  investigated  it 
pretty  thoroughly  with  the  idea  of 
adopting  it  at  the  new  Weyerhauaer 
plant  tn  Everett.  The  fact  that  we  did 
not  adopt  It  and  built  inatead  a  regular 
ateel  ahell,  brick-lined  burner  Is  very 
conclusive  evidence  of  what  we  thought 
of  it.  At  the  time  we  made  our  investi- 
gation there  was  very  little  refuse 
paasing  to  the  burner.  In  fact,  the  chain 
waa  hardly  covered,  and  this  waa  prac- 
tically nothing  but  sawdust  and  shav- 
ings. Even  under  this  condition,  with 
very  little  refuse  passing  to  tha  burner, 
and,  therefore,  very  little  Are,  the  Are 
brick  in  the  retorts  was  molting  and 
running  down  on  the  floor  like  so  much 
molaasea.  I  do  not  know  what  the  up- 
keep of  this  burner  la  or  how  large  a 
burner  of  thia  type  would  have  to  ba 
built  to  take  cara  of  tha  amount  of 
refuse  that  you  hava  It  la  my  opinion 
that  it  Is  simply  out  of  the  question. 
I  cannot  recommend  this  type  of  burner 
for  a  sawmill."

One  of  tba  first  of  Bngllsbwomen  to 
enter  upon  the  merciful  and  womanly 
task  of  feeding  the  hungry  was  Miss 
Muriel  Perry.  War  had  scarcely  begun 
when  Belgian  women  and  children  be- 
gan to  arrive  in  England.  The  terror 
was  new  then  and.  etunned  and  be- 
wildered, tbe  refugeee  were  incapable 
of  proTMtag  for  tbetr  own  needs. 

A  number  of  generous  ladies  resolved 
to  weloome,  oomfort,  and  feed  the  poor 
^people -OA^^thtlr  arrival  in  tbe^  big 
strange  city.  Miss  Perry  was  given 
charge  of  euppllea,  and  It  was  not  lone 
before  permanent  provision  was  made 
for  the  'Strangers  to  whom  Great  Brlt> 
ala  owed  so  much. 

A  greater  work  awaited  the  commit- 
tee, and  one  In  which  the  people  of  C(in- 
ade  and  the  other  parts  of  the  Empire 
Orerseas  are  specially  Interested.  Sol- 
diers and  sailors  on  leave  were  some- 
times without  money  and  found  them- 
selves bewildered  In  the  great  city.  The 
Times,  In  an  article,  entitled,  "On 
Leave,  Cold  and  Hungry,"  drew  public 
attention  to  thetir  plight.  Miss  Perry 
and  her  associates  were  aoon  at  work 
again.  They  obtained  leave  to  feed  the 
soldiers  arriving  from  the  front  or 
traveling  from  oi^  camp  to  another. 
Tbe  Sailora'  and  Soldiers'  Free  Buffet 
was  opened,  and  now  an  army  of  100,000 
men  a  month  are  served  with  a  substan- 
tial meal  at  the  cost  of  one  penny  each. 
It  costs  $6,000  a  month  to  run  the 
buffet,  however  careful  the  quarter- 
maater  may  be.  But  the  treasurer, 
Mrs.  Douglas  McGarel  Hogg,  Is  never 
short  of  funds,  as  subscribers  are  gen- 
erous, and  aH  the  labor  is  freely  given.

While  the  leaders  In  this  and  other 
such  enterprises  are  known  there  are 
hundreds  of  unrecognised  workers  who 
toll  at  unaccustomed  Uska  with  a  dili- 
gence and  a  self-saerfflce  beyond  ill 
praise.

children.  In  the  country  where  he  oan 
play  and  aasooiate  with  lads  of  h(s 
own  age,  though  be  must  study  wltb 
those  younger  It  is  different.  In  town, 
the  child  of  12  or  13  will  find  it  very 
hard  la  after  years,  even  though  he  has 
the  opportunity,  to  make  up  for  jost 
time. 

It  Is  not.  however,  only  In  the  loss  of 
education  that  tbe  young  worker  will 
suffer.  He  Is  not  physically  capable  of 
doing  conetant  work  nor,  as  a  rule,  are 
his  habits  so  fixed  that  he  is  fit  to  be 
thrown  Into  a '  world  Where  there  are 
many   temptations. 

It  Is  to  be  hoped  that  the  day  is  near 
when  for  the  girl  or  boy  who  must 
earn  a  living  by  manual  labor,  special 
provision  will  be  made  so  that  1(  wlU 
be  the  age  for  leaving  school.  Till  that 
time  not  only  the  school  authorities,  but 
parents  themselves  should  see  to  it  that 
up  TO  the  age  df  1?,  at  TeasireverjTchTia 
shall  be  sent  regularly  to  school. 


Kast  and  west  and  north  and  south 
housekeepers  en  this  continent  are  be- 
ing czborteU  to  use  comaiealMnstead 
of  wheat  flour,  and  everywhare  Irf  Can- 
ada tbe  plea  Is  made  that,  even  though 
It  Is  dearer,  tbe  aubstltute  should  find 
a  place  on   our  tables. 

Why  should  commeal  be  dear  on  this 
continent?  la  the  United  States  it  U 
tbe  chief  crop  and  It  rfows  abundantly 
In  many  parts  of  Canada.  Women  are 
not  willing  that  speculators  sbould  be 
enriched  because  of  their  patriotism. 
The  wealthy  consumer  will  ttnd  other 
subetltutes  than  cornmeal  for  wheat 
flour.  It  Is  the  woman  with  a  large 
family  who  Is  most  likely  to  cook  corn- 
meal  porridgo  for  breakfast  or  make 
johnnycaks  for  supper.  It  Is  tbe  busi- 
ness of  food  controllers  to  see  that 
she  gsts  her  meal  cheap  and  that 
neither  speculators,  millers  nor  trans- 
portation companies  make  undue  proAt 
by    her   self-denial.

.BrlttAh  Columbia  recognised  that  it  Is 
her  duty  to  educate  her  children.  Schools 
are  provided  for  all  who  need  them  and 
the  law  says  that  all  children  under  the 
age  of  14  must  attend  them,  and  that 
those  who  desire  to  do  so  may,  no  mat- 
ter how  old  they  may  be. 

Employers  of  labor  are  forbidden  to 
give  work  in  store  or  factory  or  work- 
shop to  children  under  14. 

Hitherto  there  has  been  little  demand 
for  the  labor  of  children  of  tender  years 
in  this  city.  Parents,  as  a  rUle,  are 
anxious  that  their  boys  and  girls  shall 
have  as  good  or,  if  possible,  a  better 
preparation  for  life  than  they  have  had. 
Fathers  hgve  been  willing  to  work 
hard  that  they  may  be  able  to  feed, 
clothe,  and  shelter  their  families  so 
that  they  can  take  advanUge  of  the 
free  education  that  sUte  provides  for 
them.  Eren  when  women  have  been 
left  alone,  they  plan  and  work  end  save 
that  their  boys  and  girls  shall  fit  them- 
selves for  permanent  and  remunerative 
employment  No  one  wishes  a  child  to 
fingage  In  work  that  leads  nowhere  un- 
less as  a  means  to  support  himself 
while  at  school.  It  Is  not  too  much  to 
say  that  the  result  has  been  satisfac- 
Irtry.  Young  people  educated  In  Vic- 
toria  have  often  gone  abroad  to  get  em- 
ployment, but  very  few  have  failed  to 
prepare  themselves  to  fill  useful  posi- 
tions. 

It  Is  to  be  hoped  that  this  yesr  par- 
ents will  endeavor  to  keep  all  children 
under  14  at  school,  and  th|it  none  over 
that  age  will  be  kept  idle  at  home. 
There  will  be  temptations  to  evade  or 
to  break  the  law.  The  high  cost  of  the 
necessaries  of  life  will  mske  it  hard 
to  provide  food.  Labor  is  scares  and 
wages  are  high  and  employers  will  be 
tempted  to  employ  cbUd  workers  at  low 
wages. 

Against  such  temptations  in  to  be 
put  the  good  of  the  children.  In  cities 
the  child  who  leaves  school  before  he 
has  oomplAted  the  elementsry  rourss 
seldom   returns     to  his     class,     lis     is 


Women  are  to  be  employed  In  Great 
BriUln  to  administer  the  old  age  pen- 
sions law.  Thair  duties  will  be  to  in- 
vestlgste  and  report  on  claims  to  old 
age  peailans,  and  questions  as  to  the 
Increase,  reduction  and  withdrawal  of 
existing  pensions.  Tbey  will  visit  the 
old  people  and  conduct,  when  necessary, 
their  business  with  the  office  for  them. 

The  wonder  is  that  positions  for 
which  women  are  fitted  by  nature  were 
not  long  ago  filled  by  them.  The  needs 
of  the  old  can  by  ministered  to  by  nehe 
so  well  as  by  good  women.  It  is  safe 
to  eay  that  this  Is  a  sphere  in  which 
they  will  continue  to  work  after  the  war 
is   ended. 

In  Canada  there  is  much  work  of  this 
sort  to  be  done  in  connection  with  the 
pensions  of  widows  and  mothers  whose 
husbands  and  sons  have  fallen  In  the 
war.  Who  would  be  as  capable  of  as- 
sistinf  in  this  work  as  women  of  ex- 
perience in  housekeeping?  Men,  as  a 
rule,  would  be  very  glad  to  have  the 
adviee  whleh  praetl  f  1  and  kindheart«d 
women  could  give. 


XaUattag  tbe  ObUdxea 

The  President  of  the  United  SUtes 
has  appealed  to  tUe  schools  for  aid  to 
the  Red  Cross.  That  appeal  will  reach 
the  most  remote  district  of  tbe  country. 
How  effrctlve  the  help  for  which  Mr. 
Wilson  calls  is  likely  to  prove  is  gath- 
ered from  an  article  In  a  late  number 
of  The  New  York  Outlook,  which  shows 
that  great  numbers  of  the  pupils  are 
already   at    work. 

In  New  York  State,  where  there  are 
nearly  two  millions  of  people,  the  chil- 
dren were  at  work  before  the  declara- 
tion of  war.  The  making  of  supplies 
for  the  Red  Cross  became  part  of  the 
regular  school  work  of  all  girls  who 
learned  sewing.  More  than  this,  pupils 
In  the  cooking  classes  are  being  taught 
to  serve  luncheons  to  the  chlldi^  who 
are  underfed,  for  it.  la  rightly  felt  that 
this  is  Red  Cross  work. 

It  Is  not,  however.  Intended  that  the 
pupils  of  the  schools  should  give  to 
Red  Cross  work  the  titne  that  should 
be  devoted  to  study.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  Red  Cross  will  prove  an  aid 
to  education.  What  The  Outlook  says 
on  thin  subject  Is  worthy  of  consider- 
ation  by  all   school   authorities: 

"It  Is  essential  to  realise  that  the 
plan  which  has  been  tried  successfully 
In  the  State  of  New  York  public  schools 
is  one  not  primarily  for  production,  aa 
such,  however  desirable  this  object  may 
be.  Children  are  In  school  to  learn.  ^Jp 
to  the  present  it  has  been  difncult  to 
devise  ways  In  which  the  classroom  ac- 
tivities In  sewlnc  and  cookingr  may  af- 
ford the  means  of  really  teaching  the 
girls  that  which  the  subjects  hold  with- 
in them.  'The  coat  of  material  and  the 
-^Ifllculty  of  disposlnar  of  the  product 
has  led  to  an  artificial  kind  of  classrodm 
work.  The  Red  Cross  furnishes  a  Jus- 
tifiable outlet.  It  gives  a  significant 
training:  in  attaining  speed  and  skill. 
Best  of  aU,  being  a  contribution  to  pub- 
lic aervice.  It  Is  a  source  of  inspiration 
of  the  highest  type  to  those  engaged  In 
the  work:  It  helps  the  girl  to  forget  her 
own  selfish  Interests  in  the  larger  and- 
nobler  endeavor  to  relieve  distress  and 
BO  becomes  the  best  kind  of  training  to 
every  girl  In  preparing  to  be  a  gener- 
ous, fine,  considerate  homemaker.  Co- 
operation among  the  girls  on  the  large 
^quantities  of  garments  required  by  the 
Red  Cross  Is  no  small  part  of  the 
training  involved  In  this  work  which 
other  school  work  rarely  affords  the 
young  girl." 

These  are  the  words  of  .a  woman  who 
Is  a  specialist  in  vocatipnal  training  for 
girls.  Already  great  stores  of  supplies 
have  been  sent  in  not  only  from  the 
city  of  New  York  Itself  but  from  towns 
small  and  great  in  all  parts  of  the  state. 

In  our  own  city  there  are  many  teach- 
ers who  can  bear  testimony  to  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  conclusions  srrlved  at 
by  Miss  Tulbot.  For  three  years '  the 
girls  have  been  helping  the  Red  Cross 
and  the  Daughter*  of  Empire.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  fourth  Autumn  there 
is  greater' need  than  ever  of  their  help. 
Boys,  too.  have  found  ways  of  helping 
the  Red  Cress  and  their  efforts  deserve 
every  encouragement.  Canadian  schools 
cannot  do  too  much  for  the  men  who, 
before  the  entry  of  their  American 
cousins  Into  the  war,  have  become  vet- 
erans.

A  quantity  of  ore  Is  being  packed 
down  from  the  Nellls  property  on 
Woodbury  Craek. 

It  la  undaratood  that  the  Department 
of  Public  Worka,  following  an  examlna- 
tloa  by  tba  district  engineer,  has  given 
assurance  that  the  wagon  road  to  the 
Eden-Crescent  group  on  Coffee  Creek, 
south  of  the  town  of  Alnwortb,  will  be 
constructed  this  Fall. 

The  new  camp  buildings  at  tha  Oib- 
aon  mine,  including  bunkhouac,  co«k- 
houae,  blacksmith  ahop,  storehouse  and 
a  garage,  will  b«  completed  In  good 
time  before  the  first  anowfall,  it  is  ex- 
pected. The  garage  will  be  put  in  at 
th*  Gibson  trail  junction  on  th*  South 
Fork  road. 

On  Sunday  last  the  roaster  and  tha 
magnetic  aeparating  plant  at  tha  Kaalo 
concentrating  works  were  put  in 
operation,  running  through  an  accumu- 
lation of  material  that  had  gone 
throtgh  th*  wet  side  of  the  mill,  but 
which  contained  an  unduly  high  per- 
centage of   Iron. 

Drifting  on  the  ore  body  opened  at 
the  Cork-Province  a  few  weelu  ago 
has  still  further  altered  the  immediate 
producing  posaibllities  of  the  'mine. 
The  drift  now  extends  for  more  than 
100  feet  and  is  all  in  ore  for  that  dis- 
tanoa,  and  with  more  than  300  feet  of 
virgin  ground  overhead.  In  addition 
to  this,  some  of  the  ore  is  believed  to  be 
the  richest  ever  taken  out  of  the  mine. 
Two  men  at  the  picking  belt  are  kept 
on  the  Jump  taking  out  the  high  grade 
ore  before  It  gets  to  the  crusher,  and 
a  carload  of  crude  ore  has  been  taken 
off  tha  picking  belt.

STORY  OF  HUNG 
SEA  FiGllf  IS  TOLD 


Survivor  of  Devonian  Descrfees 
Encounter  With  Undersea 
Boats — Two  Ships  and  Sub- 
marine Sunic, 


TORONTO,  sept.  30.— The  Globe  thia 
morning  publlahed  a  dispatch  from  Al- 
bany, N.  T..  giving  the  vivid  story  of 
a  survivor  of  the  big  liner  Devonian, 
detailing  a  flght  between  11  Brltlah  and 
four  Oerman  undersea  boata  off  the 
Irlah  coast. 

"We  left  Liverpool."  aaid  the  sur- 
vivor of  the  eunken  liner,  "early  in  the 
morning,  a  group  of  IS  vessels,  to  ba 
convoyed  through  the  danger  lone  by 
11  Rrltlah  submarines  going  alontr  the 
aurfaoe.  About  U  miles  off  the  Irlah 
coast  four  submarlnee  of  tha  U-boat 
typd  were  seen  in  the  distance.  We  Im- 
mediately received  ordera  to  put  on 
speed  and  make  the  greateat  headway 
wa  could,  sailing  In  pairs.  Bin  of  tha 
Brltiah  submarines  aubmerged  until 
thay  were  half-awaah,  while  tha  re- 
mainder threw  a  cordon  around  tho 
merchant  ships.  You  could  fairly  bear 
the  aholla  scream  as  they  whissad 
through  the  aliK  and  dropped  Into  the 
saa  in  the  direction  in  which  the  Bub> 
marlnea  were  flrst  seen.

Suddenly  two  periaoopee  were  aeon  to 
our  atarboard  and  on  a  line  almoat  with 
the  ahip  following  ua.  One  waa  quite 
near,  tha.  other  a  little  ftiaUnce  off. 
From  one  of  the  half-aubmergad  Brltlah 
submarlnea  a  white  atreak  shot  out 
under  tha  surface  atralaht  toward  the 
U-boat.  There  was  a  dull  exploalon  and 
tha  pertaeopa  diaappeared.  Oil  floated 
on  the  sea.  Bhe  had  gone  down.  Al- 
most slmulUneously  a  atreak  of  white 
shot  out  from  a  place  near  where  tha 
other  U-boat  had  been  seen.  Then  an- 
other. Beth  travelled  In  our  direction, 
the  ahip  right  behind  ua  being  hit.  She 
got  It  right  amidahlps  and  sank  In  a 
few  minutes.  A  aocond  after  thia  the 
other  torpedo  struck  our  ahip  near  tha 
stem.  Two  man  were  inaUntly  killed 
by  tha  ezploaion.  the  ship'a  carpantar 
and  his  asalatant."

The  aurvivor  then  telle  of  the  coming 
of  a  neet  of  aeroplanea  and  submarine 
chasers  and  their  atUck  on  the  Ger- 
man submarlneH. 

"It  all  took  leaa  time  than  it  Ukes 
to  tell  It,'  ha  said.  ••Our  ship  waa  rap. 
Idly  sinking.  Men  were  leaping  ove^ 
board,  others  were  frantically  gettli^ 
Into  tha  lifeboata.  I  decided  I  would 
have  a  better  chance  If  I  got  hold  of 
the  wreckage  that  littered  the  aea  than 
in  one  of  the  crowd«>d  boatn.  i  jupiped 
overboard  and  got  on  a  large  floating 
box.  X  waa  on  this  nearly  fly*  houra. 
The  other  aMpa  did  not  atop  to  pick  ua 
up.  but  according  to  Admiralty  orders 
continued  on  going."

SEATTLE,  Sept.  SO — Seven  veaaels 
were  diacharging  Alaakan  aalmon  yes- 
terday  at  a  single  terminal  of  the  port 
oommlaalon.  within  eleven  days  1,000,- 
OOO  easea  of  Alaaka  salmon  have  ar- 
rived at  two  port  terminals,  the  fish  be- 
ing  valued  at  fl.OOO.OOO.  Three  port 
terminals  will  handle  3,300,00o  oases  of 
Alaska  salmon,  valued  at  more  than 
131,000,000.  Many  solid  trains  of 
Alaaka  aalmon  will  move  eaat  this 
Autumn, 


SWEDEN'S  RETRIBUTION 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  war  Swe- 
den has  been  one  of  the  great  asaeta  of 
the  Pruaaian  war  machine.  Her  neu- 
trality haa  been  a  aham,  her  pretenae 
that  ah  haa  been  an  unprejudiced  non- 
combatant  a  mockery.  Like  Greece. 
Sweden  waa  counted  upon  by  the  Kaiaer 
to  help  the  fatherland,  becauae  mem- 
bers of  the  Oerman  royal  family  had 
been  ahrewdly  allied  In  marriage  with 
the  rulera  at  Athena  and  Stockholm. 
Unlike  Greece,  Sweden  waa  able  to  car. 
ry  out  its'  part  of  the  matrimonial-mil- 
itary contract  through  furnishing  to 
tho  central  empires  the  war  suppllee 
and  foodatuffs  which  tbe  latter  ao  eora-' 
ly  needed. 

For  almoat  three  years  Stockholm 
has  been  little  less  than  a  second  Ber- 
lin. Court  circles  and  a  large  xroup 
of  proflteering  exporters  have  all  but 
raised  tha  Oerman  flag,  and  would  have 
done  this  If  they  had  not  feared  the 
growing  aplrit  of  democracy  which 
even  in  Sweden  is  making  the  throne 
unsteady.  How  America's  refusal  to 
permit  Sweden  to  remain  a  go-between 
for  Germany  has  blocked  the  Stock- 
holm-Berlin war  arrangementa  la  told 
in  a  special  cablegram  from  Paris. 
Therein  Is  deraenetrated  by  an  Ameri- 
can what  suicidal  folly  it  waa  f»r 
Sweden  to  permit  heraelf  to  be  made  a 
ceg  In  the  Kalaefa  war  machine  and 
how  the  whole  country  now  la  reap- 
ing a  bi^er  fruit  from  the  seeda  which 
the  pro-German  element  at  Stockholm 
planted  in  their  great  seal  t«  gamer 
the  Teutonic  gold. 

Swedqn  now  calls  on  high  heaven  to 
witaeaa  the  terrible  plight  of  her  fam- 
ishing people  and  begs  the  United 
Sutes  to  give  her  relief.  But  a  govern- 
ment that  can  call  on  high  heaven  to 
witneaa  her  undevlating  neutrality,  and 
at  the  same  time  be  a  practical  com- 
rade In  arma  of  a  power  that  aeeka  to 
enalave  the  world  must  not  be  sur- 
prised if  honest  folk  refuse  to  place 
any  tmat  either  In  her  calls  for  help  or 
her  promlaea  of  future  goad  behavlar.— 
New  York  Herald.

EXTRLMISTS  ATTACK 

MR.  J.  H.  McVETY 


BTOCKHOLM.  Tuaaday.  Sept.  It.— 
XDelayad.) — Praaldent  WUaon'a  r«fer- 
•ncaa  In  hia  reply  to  Pope  Benedlct'a 
peace  propoaala  to  the  need  of  the  de- 
moeratlsation  of  Oemuuiy  continue  to 
be  used,  aooordlns  to  oommunlcattona 
received  here  from  Berlin,  as  the  basis 
for  ateady,  broadenlna  the  anti-American 
and  antl-Relchataa  campaign  launched 
by  tbe  Conservatives  and  other  annex, 
•tlonlst    forces.  * 

The  Liberals  are  new  Joining  theout> 
cry  In  order  to  break  up,  so  far  as  pos- 
nible.  the  association  of  Ideas  which 
their  opponent  are  using  against  the 
Relchstaa.  Conrad  Houssmann  and 
Hslnrlch  Smst  Mueller,  of  ICelnlncen, 
are  the  latest  to  take  a  stand  acalnst 
I'rasldent  Wilson. 

Deputy  Haussnann.  who  Is  one  of  the 
leaders  of  the  radical  party,  today  ad- 
dressed a  convention  of  the  members  ot 
the  Wurttembera  Radical  party  on  the 
political  situation  and  the  policy  of  the 
JRelohstaa  majority.  At  the  conclusion 
of  his  speech  the  convention  adopted  a 
resolution  approving  the  attitude  ot 
their  representatives  in  the  Reichstag 
and  condemning  sharply  attempts  from 
abroad  to  interfere  with  the  develop- 
ment of  Oarmany's  inner  political  af- 
fairs. The  convention  Instructed  the 
Wurtteraberg  Radical  representatives  In 
the  Reichstag,  regardless  of  foreign  in< 
terferenoe  and  the  transparent  efforts 
of  political  opponents  to  make  capital 
from  tho  same,  to  persist  In  their  course 
looking  to  liberal  development  of  Ger- 
man Institutions. 

Deputy  Mueller  always  wan  more  or 
less  or  a  chauvinist  and  Is  the  author 
of  propaKanda  work  of  a  strong  nation- 
alist tendency.  Conaenuently,  the  ve- 
hement language  In  his  open  letter  to 
President  WUsnn,  In  which  he  declares 
that  In  the  German  deraocratle  camp 
President  Wilson  and  his  like  must  be 
regarded  as  the  greatest  enemies  of 
democracy  and  the  demoeratle  develop- 
ment of  Instltutlonn  In  Oermany,  Is  less 
noteworthy  and  slgnHlrnnt  than  are  the 
proceedings  of  the  Wurttemberg  een- 
vantion. 

Deputy  Mueller  speaks  of  the  Reichs- 
tag resolution  as  a  final  appeal  from 
folk  to  folk  to  end  the  mutual  self- 
destroetton  of  nations  and  saya  to  de- 
.  mand  new  proofs  of  thr  alms  of  the 
Oermsn  nation  Is  to  question  insult- 
ingly the  honor  of  the  German  nation 
and  its  representatives  In  demoeratle 
dreles. 

Germany,  says  Herr  Mueller,  de- 
clines to  permit  President  Wilson  to 
tamper  with  Oernnan  constitutional  life, 
and  regards  the  President  henceforth 
as  a  "fanatical  outward  foe  and  the 
irreatest  opponenv  of  Its  Inner  develop- 
ment along  lines  unconditionally  neces- 
aary  to  ths  greater  participation  of  the 
|»eeple  In  Its  own  government  and  ad- 
snlnlstratlea. 


VANCOUVBR.  B.C.,  Bept.  20.— Arous- 
ed  to  a  high '  pitch  by  a  lurid  flow  of 
oratory  and  long  debate,  an  unsuccess- 
ful effort  was  made  tonight  on  the  part 
of  some  of  the  members  of  pte  Van- 
couver Trades  and  Liabor  Council  to 
force  the  resignation  of  J.  H.  McVety, 
from  the  executive  of  the  organisation 
because  he  accepted  an  appointment  to 
the  military  exemption  tribunal  for  the 
district  of  Vanoouver. 

Delegate  McVety's  acceptance  of  the 
position  was  denounced  by  President 
Kavanagh,  who  took  the  floor  to  make 
himself  clear. 

Mr.  McVety,  replying,  declared  that 
he  was  not  In  favor  of  conscription, 
but  stated  that  he  found  himself  in  a 
position,  not  of  approving  the  act,  but 
of  being  called  upon  to  adjudicate  it  as 
far  as  exemptions  go. 

A  motion  to  call  for  McVety's  resig- 
nation was  put  and  lost  after  President 
Kavanagh  had  stated  that  he  couldn't 
see  how  a  man  could  straddle  the  fence 
after  the  position  tbe  Trades  and  Labor 
Council  had  taken.  Mr.  McVety  was 
formerly  President  of  the  Labor  Council. 


It  is  not  the  least  of  tha  succsssas 
of  the  German  ImperUI  Socialists,  dur- 
Ing  the  course  of  the  Stockholm  In- 
trigue, that  foreign  countries  have  been 
kept  too  busy  with  peace  talk  and 
paper  programmes  to  watch  the  true 
course  of  German  "Socialist"  opinion. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  the  perlodlcaU  of 
the  German  Socialist  Majority  have  sel- 
dom been  so  Illuminating  as  they  are 
at  present.  It  has  been  vaguely  under- 
stood that  the  RelchsUc  "Peace"  Reso- 
lutlon  of  July  1»  was  Insincere;  In  real- 
ity the  German  BoelaUst  Majority  Is 
building  up  a  new  creed,  very  German, 
very  Chauvinistic,  and  as  Interesting  as 
anything  which  has  come  out  of  Ger- 
many since  the  publication  of  'Nau- 
mann'a  "Central   Elurope." 

The  imperial  Chancellor,  Herr  Mlch- 
aella.  has  been  much  abused  for  Insert- 
ing the  qualifying  phrase  "as  I  under- 
sUnd  It"  In  his  accepUnce  of  the  Raich- 
stag  Resolution.  But  how  does  the  Bo- 
claliat  Majority  undersUnd  It?  It  Is 
easy  to  show  from  their  considered  writ- 
ings that  Socialists  sccept  hardly  a 
sentence  of  the  Resolution  In  the  sense 
commonly  given  to  It.  For  them  the 
phrases  which  savor  of  "no  annexa- 
tions" are  purely  tactical;  the  rejection 
of  "all  plans  which  strive  for  economic 
exclusion  and  animosities  between  peo- 
ples." snd  the  Ulk  of  "economic  peace," 
are  a  mere  veil  for  German  domination 
of  the  continent  of  Europe;  and  the  de- 
mand for  "the  freedom  of  the  seas"  Is 
avowedly  a  fresh  declaration  of  war 
against  the  British  Empire  and  the 
United  States  of  America.  .  The  outward

VANCOUVBR,  B.C.,  Sept.  80.— Do- 
minion Fuel  Controller  C.  A.  Magrath 
held  two  conferences  here  today  in  oou 
neotion  with  the  coal  situation,  the  first 
being  a  private  conference  with  mine 
operators  and  the  second  an  open  meet- 
ing at  which  the  operators  openly  wel- 
comed  press   representatives. 

Dealera  from  Vancouver,  New  West- 
minster and  Victoria  were  present,  and 
at  the  conclusion  ot  the  meeting  it  was 
decided  that  an  Investigation  Into  the 
affalra  of  the  dealers  ahould  be  made. 
The  Fuel  Controller  Intimated  that  the 
price  of  coal  would  be  flxed  at  an  early 
date  by  his  department.  Dealers  pre- 
sent at  the  meeting  declared  that  they 
would  be  satlsfled  with  a  profit  of  60e 
per  ton,  and  all  advanced  a  dlsclalnter 
that  they  were  receiving  any  rebates 
from  the  mine  prices. 

The  meeting  at  one  timn  threatened  to 
become  somewhst  heated  on  account  of 
the  assertions  made  by  Mayor  MrBeatn. 
at  Victoria,  publicly,  that  dealers  were 
making  exorbitant  charges.  The  Con- 
troller Intervened  In  #hat  had  a  good 
start   towards   an  animated   discussion. 

Mayor  McBeath  gave  In  support  of  his 
charges  the  estimates  of  the  city  en- 
gineer that  coal  could  be  delivered  to 
the  consumer  at  |7.<B.  allowing  for  all 
axpeasoa  of  handling,  but  not  for  proflt. 
There  is  a  difference  of  ROc  per  ton  on 
ooal  prices  charged  Victoria  and  Vatw 
oouver.  the  Victoria  price  for  screened 
lump  being  fS.M  and  the  Vancouver 
price  ft. 

Following  a  consultation  with  Provin- 
cial Fuel  Controller  Nlcol  Thompson  Mr. 
Magrath  promised  to  announce  the  form 
which  the  inquiry  will  take.

Herr  Lensch  begins  by  explaining  that 
the  formal  demand  of  the  German  So- 
cialist Party  on  August  i,  1914,  that  the 
war  should  end  without  annexations 
was  a  pure  statement  of  "doctrine."  the 
application  of  which  has  proved  to  be 
utterly  Impossible.  Consequently  the 
adoption  of  the  formula  by  the  Reich- 
stag majority,  the  Imperial  Government, 
and  the  Supreme  Army  Command  in 
July.  1917.  Is  "anything  else  than  a  con- 
version to  the  principles  of  Socialism"; 
It  Is  rather  "conversion  to  Social- 
ist tactics."  Herr  Lensch  then  de- 
fends the  annexation  of  Alsace-I.ior- 
ralne  In  1871.  arguing  contemptuously 
against  the  "sentlmentallsm"  of  the 
German  Socialists  of  that  day.  He  aaya 
that  their  views  have  not  been  borne  out 
by  history,  since  the  refusal  to  annex 
Alsace-Lorraine  would  probably  not 
have  prevented  the  coming  together  of 
France  and  Russia,  the  InevlUble  an- 
tagonism between  Germany  and  England 
would  not  have  been  affected,  and  Ger- 
many would  merely  have  found  herself 
with  a  muclt  worse  frontier  In  the  west. 
He  proceeds: 

While  It  is  at  least  open  to  doubt 
whether  the  formula  "no  annexations" 
could  rightly  be  applied  to  the  Franco- 
German  War.  Its  accuracy  for  the  world- 
war  Is  all  the  more  decisive.  Here 
again  this  Is  a  matter  of  sober,  practi- 
cal consideration  of  the  world-hUtort- 
cal  situation.  The  questions  which  are 
at  stake  In  the  world-war  cannot  be  af- 
fected at  all  by  a  shifting  of  the  Ger- 
man frontiers.  Everything  turns  upon 
the  question  of  the  English  world-dom- 
ination, and  that  question  Is  totally  In- 
dependent of  the  question  In  whose 
hands  ure  Courland  or  the  coast  of 
Flanders.  On  the  Continent.  aS  a  re- 
sult of  the  national  and  economic  col- 
lapse of  France,  and  as  a  oon*equence 
of  the  R\isslan  Revolution,  the  state  of 
things  both  on  our  western  fW»nt1er  and 
on  oilr  eastern  frontier,  has  to  such  an 
extent  been  altered  In  our  favor  that 
any  annexation  might  rather  Imperil 
than  improve  this  favorable  condition 
of  affairs.  With  Russia  we  ahall  come 
to  an  agreement  after  the  war,  and 
France  can  be  left  to  her  fate.  Thus 
the  question  of  annexations  on  our 
frontiers  is  disposed  of  automatically, 
and  the  question  of  annexations  retains 
Its  lmt>ortance  only  agalnat  England. 

It  is  against  England — against  her 
enormous  annexations  and  her  world 
tyranny — that  the  Peace  Res9lutlon  of 
the  Reichstag  is  directed  with  a  plain 
and  sharp  point  That  Is  the  meaning 
of  the  sentence  "tho  freedom  of  the  seas 
must  be  secured."  the  Insertion  of  which 
Jn  the  RelchsUg  Resolution  Is  no  acci- 
dent. Before  the  peace  formula  of  "no 
annexations"  could  become  the  watch- 
word of  a  majority  policy  In  the  Ger- 
man RelchsUg  that  formula  had  to  lay 
aside  the  pacifist  vein  in  which  It  was 
still  enveloped  on  August  i.  1»14.  The 
Utopian  International  harmony-happl- 
nosa.  which  was  still  contained  In  the 
formula  before  August.  1»14,  has  now 
been  damped  down,  and  so.  In  an  en- 
tirely new  historical  situation,  of  which 
It  was  all  the  mora  impossible  for  any- 
body'to  have  any  conception  on  Auguat 
4.  1*14.  because  England  waa  then  not 
yet  engaged  In  the  war.  the  formula 
has  now  for  the  first  time  been  able 
to  unfold  the  kernel  of,  Realpolitik 
which  It  contains,  and  which  has  turned 
out  to  be  unusually  fruitful  seed. 

So  much  for  the  foundations  of  tbe 
new  "Soclallam."  The  "peace"  formula 
haa  become  acceptable  by  being  purified 
of  "pacifism"  and  ""Utopian  internation- 
alism."  and  Realpolitik  has  again  come 
Into  lU  own.  Other  wrttera  are  more 
eommualcativs  aa  to  what  tho  German 
Socialists  are  reaUy  trying  to  do.  and 
oa  to  the  meaning  of  the  "Continental 
policy"  which  they  are  now  reoommend- 
Ing  to  Oermaay. 


tivo  aad  Badleal.  have  heaa  auganattag 
tkat  Oenaaay's  groac  obiaet  tn  Hoaala 
most  be  to  prsvont  the  prsasnt  preesasM 
from  going  too  far.  Boclaliat  writers. 
Ib  particular,  argua  that  the  attempt 
to  obtain  a  aeparate  poaoe  with  RuasU 
would  bo  daageroos.  What  Is  wanted 
Is  to  keep  Ruaala  "la  pUy."  to  prouad 
that  Gormaay  U  almlag  at  a»--geBaral" 
peace,  and  at  tbe  aame  Um«  to  prepare 
tho  way  for  the  "Continental."  antl- 
Brlttsh.  and  ontl-Amerlcan  peace,  in 
which  Russia  la  ultimately  to  be  a 
barmleae  aad  pliant  partner. 

All  thia  ia  well  oxpUined  In  an  ar- 
ticle by  Herr  Max  Cohen  In  the  Soslal- 
Istisebo  Monatshefte  for  August  15. 
Cohsn  ia  particularly  eloqueat  about  the 
"care"  which  Germany's  new  Russian 
policy  requires,  and  about  the  necessity 
that  Germany  should  abandon  all  the 
nonsense  that  she  has  Ulked  about  her 
aacred  duty  of  **llt>oratlng"  parte  of  the 
Russian  Empire.  Herr  Cohen  denounces 
especially  tho  futile  Gorman  policy 
hitherto  pursued  In  Russian  Poland: 
other  German  Soclallsta  are  equally  In- 
sistent about  the  policy  of  promoting 
anti-Russian  movemonta  In  the  Ukraine 
and  In  Finland. 

Oenaaa  Ataui  at  Btookholaa 
Herr  Cohen  concludes  his  article  with 
a  clear  statement  of  the  fact  that  the 
new  German  "f.'ontlnental  policy '  Is  In- 
tended "to  form  a  counterpoise  to  the 
excessively  strong  position  of  the  two 
Anglo-Saxon  World  Empires."  Germany 
must  avoid  all  the  International  propo- 
sals of  President  Wilson,  which  would 
"only  profit  Anglo-Saxondum."  and  In 
the  construction  of  her  "Continental  Eu. 
rope"  she  must  always  remember  that 
It  must  be  In  the  first  place,  "an  econ- 
omic Empire."'  He  declares  that  it  Is  In 
the  pursuit  of  these  alms  that  the  Ger- 
man Socialists  want  to  go  to  Stockholm. 
Herr  Cohen   writes: 

The  main  task  of  the  Stockholm  In- 
ternational Socialist  Conference  Is  to 
smooth  the  path  for  a  peace-promising 
Continental  policy  of  this  kind,  and  so 
to  prepare  a  state  of  things  which  will 
make  possible  the  free  development  of 
the  peoples.  The  propagation  of  this 
policy  has  not  been  without  success. 
Both  inside  and  outside  Socialism,  po- 
litical circles  In  all  countries  sre  work- 
ing for  the  same  object.  In  the  Ger- 
man Social  Democracy,,  which  is  con- 
ducting the  cause  of  its  people,  the  Idea 
Is  gaining  ground  that  the  security  of 
the  German  people  will  be  guaranteed 
by  the  union  of  the  economic  forces  of 
our  Continent.  And  so  the  t-oad  which 
the  German  Socialists  took  on  August 
4.  1914.  leads  to  Stockholm.  For  it  is 
the  road  of  agreement  among  the  peo- 
ples; not  upon  the  basis  of  a  shapeless, 
and  at  present  unreal,  general  pacifism, 
but  upon  the  basis  of  an  organisation 
which  differentiates  among  the  peoples, 
which  unites  In  larger  complexes  peo- 
ples with  parallel  interests,  and  so  cre- 
ates the  balance  which  brings  the  pro- 
ductive strength  of  every  people  to  de- 
velopment, and  thereby  excludes  more 
and  more  the  stimulus  to  oppression  by 
violence. 

Mo  novo  Aatl-OapltaUam 
Just  as  the  German  Socialists  are 
thus  abandoning  all  pretence  of  genuine 
internationalism  and  looking  for  a  Con- 
tinental syatem  based  upon  German 
Realpolitik.  they  are  also  abandoning 
the  economic  doctrines  of  Socialism  at 
home.  In  the  same  issue  of  the  Sosial- 
Istische  Monatshefte  which  contains 
Herr  Cohen's  article,  Herr  August  Mul- 
ler,  who  has  now  been  made  an  Under- 
Secretary  of  State,  appeals  for  better 
appreciation  of  the  real  problems  of  eco- 
nomic reconstruction.  He  hold«  up  to 
admiration  'the  admirable  clearness 
and  energy  with  which  Lloyd  George 
and  his  colleagues  are  steering  towards 
the  goal  at  which  they  aim,"  and  he 
devotea  a  whole  page  to  a  panegyric  of 
the  British  Government  and  of  its  un- 
derstanding that  the  wise  promotion 
of  production  Is  now  the  fundamental 
principle  of  economics.  But  what  Herr 
Muller  la  really  concerned  to  preach  Is 
the  necessity  for  German  Socialists  to 
abandon  their  doctrine  about  "capital- 
ism."    He  writes: 

Tho  old  capitalist  principles  were 
doubtless  not  the  right  principles  to 
apply.  But  the  Idea  that  Socialism  can 
be  realised  In  the  transition  economics 
of  tho  period  after  the  war  Is  a  demand 
which  German  Socialism  probably  will 
not  make,  and  which  certainly  cannot 
be  aatisfied.  What  was  generally  un- 
deratood  by  "Socialism"  started  from 
a  quite  different  state  of  thinga  from 
that  which  the  war  will  leave  behind 
f'or  us.  All  Social-Democrats  argued  not 
from  a  cnished  econontle  system,  bur- 
dened with  Immense  obligations  and 
greatly  impaired  in  technical  capacity, 
but  from  a  society  whtoh  exhibited  an 
intoxicating  fullness  of  wealth.  .  .  . 
We  ahall  have  for  years  to  conM  to 
make  our  arrangements  so  aa  to  live 
upon  what  the  German  soil  oan  pro- 
duoo,  and  what  German  work,  in  co- 
operation with  the  German  opirtt  of 
enterprise.  In  Europe  and  In  our  own 
colonies,  can    create. 

The  German  Socialist  majority  Is.  In- 
deed, shedding  "anti-capitalism"  with 
the  same  facility  with  which  It  has 
abandoned  "internationalism"  and  "pa- 
cifism."— London  Dally  Telegraph.

Tho  long  continuance  of  the  war  has 
made  the  authorities  In  Great  Britain 
see  that  It  Is  necessary  to  let  women 
take  soldiers'  plaeoa  wherever  that  la 
possible.  However  greatly  the  cause 
may  be  regretted,  there  Is  no  reason 
to  believe  that  those  women  who  for 
love  of  their  country  undertake  to  do 
work  for  which  their  training  and  their 
strength   fits   them   will  come  to  harm.
